Every violator of the prohibition law, it matters not how high he may stand socially

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The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad and the Florida Western and 
Northern Issue. 


HE Associated Press sent from Washington on March 28 
Ei telegram to the effect that the Atlantic Coast Line and 
the Florida East Coast Railroad had filed protests against the 
building of the proposed Florida Western & Northern Rail- 
road, a 200 mile line designed as an extension of the Seaboard 
Air Line through important portions of Florida. 

In commenting on the Associated Press statement the 
MANUFACTURERS REcoRD in its issue of April 3 criticized the 
action of these roads and pointed out how great a mistake 
they were making in thus arousing hostile sentiment through- 


out Florida. 

The Associated Press dispatch quoted from the statement 
of the Atlantic Coast Line to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission the following: 

“The territory through which the applicant’s railroad is 
proposed to be constructed, which lies between this respon- 
dent’s main line from Sanford to Trilby, and this respondent’s 
main line from Sanford, via Kissimmee to Lakeland, is un- 
developed, except to the extent that the growing timber with- 
in this territory has been heretofore removed by the opera- 
tion of log trams or the extent to which the remaining timber 
is now being removed by the present operation of log trams. 
The applicant’s proposed railroad through this region will 
serve an undeveloped territory. The applicant’s proposed 
railroad southeast of Lake Istokpoga will in the lower Kis- 
simmee valley serve an undeveloped territory in which there 
is no growing timber. The traffic which the applicant’s rail- 
road will develop will be north and south freight traffic from 
the farms growing fruits and early vegetables. There will 
be an insignificant amount of local cross state traffic between 
the extreme south Atlantic coast and Tampa. The traffic to 
justify the proposed construction must be developed because 
there is not sufficient traffic in the territory which is now 
served by the Atlantic Coast railway to justify the construc- 
tion of a competitive north and south line.” 


On April 7 Vice-President Lyman Delano of the Atlantic 
Coast Line gave out a statement in Jacksonville, which was 
republished in the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD as follows: 


“A number of statements have appeared in the papers to 
the effect that the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company 
is opposing the granting by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion of authority for the construction of the Florida, Western 
and Northern Railroad. These statements are incorrect. 

“On January 30 the Interstate Commerce Commission sent 
to the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company a list of ques- 
tions bearing on the application of the Florida, Western and 
Northern for certificate authorizing the construction of that 
road. Under an order entered by the Commission on January 
22, 1924, the Atlantic Coast Line was required and ordered 
to answer these questions within six weeks. This order was 
complied with and the Commission was notified that we did 


not desire a hearing before them on the question. Further 
than this the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company had 
taken no part in the matter, and has not opposed in any way 
the construction of this railroad.” 

Mr. Delano added that it is and has always been the policy 
of the Atlantic Coast Line to do everything to help the devel- 
opment of Florida. While he said he did not know the origin 
of the false reports it has come to his attention that they 
had been given considerable publicity in South Florida. 


Accepting this statement at its face value, the editor of the 
MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD wired Mr. Delano congratulating him 
on the announcement which he had made, and received in 
reply a telegram which reads as follows: 

“I appreciate your action in rectifying injustice done this 
company in the article published in the last issue of MANv- 
FACTURERS* REcorp. It is regrettable that authenticity of 
statement was not verified before it was given such wide 
publicity.” 

In reply to that a telegram was sent to Mr. Delano suggest- 
ing that his criticism should be raised against the Associated 
Press, calling his attention to the fact that we had merely 
quoted the statement of the Associated Press. And then de- 
siring to find where the trouble lay we wired the Associated 
Press, and received in reply the following: 

“Coast Line and Florida East bath protested formally. 
You will find quotations from Atlantic Coast Line protest 
published in Florida morning papers March 29.” 

Upon receipt of this we wired Mr. Delano as follows: 

“LL. C. Probert superintendent Associated Press Washington 
wires me that your road did file protest with Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and that statements sent out by Associated 
Press to Florida papers and which I copied were taken from 
your protest. There is a flat denial of the correctness 
of your denial. I have published in this week’s issue of 
the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD your denial but I shall be glad 
to have your explanation as to the discrepancy between your 
statement and that of Associated Press. If Mr. Delano is 
away his office will please repeat telegram to him.” 

In reply to that telegram Mr. Delano wired: 

“Your telegrams eighth and tenth. This company has made 
no request to Interstate Commerce Commission to refuse to 
grant Florida Western and Northern Railroad privilege of 
construction. Only action this company has taken was to 
answer questionnaire sent out by Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission their order dated January 22. Questionnaire and 
answer is a matter of public record. We have made no pro- 
test and have advised the Commission in answer to ques- 
tionnaire that we do not desire a hearing in the matter.” 

We accept Mr. Delano’s statement that his company has 
made no request to the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
refuse to grant to the Florida Western and Northern Railroad 
the privilege of construction, and that the only action taken 
in the matter was in answer to the questionnaire of the 
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Interstate Commerce Commission. But we emphatically de- 
cline to accept his criticism of the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
in publishing the statement which we quoted from the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch, for the statement made in the ques- 
tionnaire sent by the Interstate Commerce Commission is 
exactly what we quoted. This may not in the technical sense 
be a protest against granting to this new road the privilege 
of construction, but it is a very emphatic statement on the 
part of the Atlantic Coast Line to carry to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the impression that the Atlantic Coast 
Line was not in favor of the building of the new road. 


We venture the assertion that 999 men out of a thousand, 
and possibly even a little higher percentage than that, would 
interpret the statement to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion exactly as it has been interpreted by the people and the 
press of Florida and by the public at large. The least that 
can be said for it is that it was a very badly worded, and 
exceedingly unwise statement. It is merely another illustra- 
tion of the blunders sometimes made by railroads in dealing 
with the public. 


If the Atlantic Coast Line was definitely opposed to the 
building of this road and wanted to make a fight on it, it 
should have had the courage to openly say so. If it was not 
opposed to the building of the line it should not have worded 
its reply to the Interstate Commerce Commission in the way 
in was worded; for in doing this it necessarily aroused bitter 
criticism throughout the state of Florida, and in general 
throughout the country against that and all other railroads. 
The railroad interests generally will suffer by reason of the 
interpretation which practically everybody will put upon the 
reply of the Atlantic Coast Line to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s questionnaire. 

The MANUFACTURERS REcorD regrets that it is necessary to 
speak thus plainly, but in doing so it is speaking for the 
welfare of the railroads as well as for the welfare of the 
public, because railroad mistakes in things of this kind and 
in many others showing a disregard or lack of understanding 
of public sentiment, have in times past been the cause of 
most of the public’s hostility to railroads. 


The Atlantic Coast Line and the Florida East Coast Rail- 
Way can very properly say that their replies were made to 
the questionnaire sent out by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in which they were asked to give the reasons for or 
against the wisdom of permitting the Seaboard to build the 
new line. To that extent the point made by Mr. Delano is 
quite correct. But the wording of the replies made by these 
roads indicates very clearly that they were opposed to the 
coming of the new road and made their reports as adversely 
as they could well present them and without any suggestion 
whatever as to the favorable side, which even these roads 
eould have properly given in justice to themselves and to the 
state. 

Both roads are overcrowded with business in Florida and 
yet the development of Florida has scarcely begun. The 
traffic in coming years, both passenger and freight, will in- 
evitably enormously expand, and all additional facilities that 
are provided by the building of a new line will so increase 
the prosperity of the state as greatly to enlarge the business 
of the railroads. 

Florida’s winter travel is hampered and to some extent 
lessened by the extreme difficulty of securing reservations 
to the state and reservations in the spring from Florida. So 
great is the rush of tourists to get away from the state in the 
spring that sometimes there are aS many as thirty or forty 
people standing in line at ticket offices trying to arrange for 
Pullman reservations, and many folks make reservations two 
or three months ahead in order to be sure of getting back 
home comfortably. This travel will increase to the extent 
that. facilities are provided, and the more railroads that 
Florida has, the more double-tracking existing railroads give, 


the greater will be the travel to and from this state during 
every fall and winter season. And now Florida is beginning 
to develop along the Coast country as a summer resort, and 
thousands of people who heretofore have spent only a few 
months in the winters in the state are becoming peftmanent 
residents on the ground that they enjoy the summer climate 
as much as the winter climate. 


It would therefore have been extremely appropriate for 
these roads to have given some expression to the possibilities 
of development in Florida for increased transportation facili- 
ties. They would thus have made the entire state their 
friends instead of having instantly created a spirit of criticism 
and hostility throughout the state. They merely missed a 
superb opportunity to win public favor to themselves and to 
tremendously advertise Florida.

Believing that I voice the practically unanimous sentiment 
of this section of the East Coast of Florida, as well as the 
interior points affected, I write to congratulate you on your 
article entitled “A Bad Blunder by two Railroads” in your 
issue of April 8. 

The attitude of these roads, and of the Florida East 
Coast Railway in particular, has aroused the indignation of 
this community, as nothing else has done in the twenty- 
three years I have been in business in West Palm Beach, 
as was clearly shown at a mass-meeting held here on the 
31st of March at which their answers to a questionnaire sent 
out by the Interstate Commerce Commission were read 
and discussed. 

The business men of this community are so vitally inter- 
ested in additional transportation facilities, which are held 
to be absolutely essential to the farther development of 
South Florida, that in January, last, they did not hesitate 
to underwrite $125,000 for procuring right of way and ter- 
minal facilities for the proposed new railroad, and they 
were joined in this by all civie bodies including the Unions, 
some of which subscribed to a man. 

Your article is very timely, and will I feel sure, be greatly 
appreciated. You failed, however, to bring out one feature 
in the answer of the Florida East Coast Railway to the 
effect that if the Interstate Commerce Commission, after 
due investigation, deem the expenditure for the proposed 
new line to be warranted by the conditions existing, then 
they, themselves, stand ready to build it. Comment on this 
attitude is, of course, unnecessary.

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Building Associations As Thrift Creators and Home Buyers. 


UILDING associations have in many respects in some 

places been superior in the value of their work even 
to savings banks, as vitally important as the latter are. 
These building associations, in which Pennsylvania and Ohio 
far and away take the lead, have been instrumental in making 
possible home-owning by hundreds of thousands of people 
who otherwise would never have been able to build or 
buy a home. The building association in this respect is 
not only a savings account, but it is a home-buying and 
home-owning account. 

The extent of the operations of building associations is 
hardly appreciated by the general public, even by other- 
wise well-informed bankers. Some weeks ago when writing 
to one of the leading financiers of New York in regard to 
some statements he had made about savings accounts, refer- 
ence was made to the enormous increase in investments in 
building associations, and he frankly replied that he had 
entirely overlooked that in considering the thrift habit, or 
savings of the country. 

The American Building Association News of Cincinnati, 
representing the United States League of Building Associa- 
tions, in a recent issue presented a tabular statement show- 
ing the number of building associations, the total member- 
ship and the total assets by states for the entire country. 
A few of the Southern states make a very fair showing as 
compared with Western states, and with a few Eastern 
states, but Pennsylvania, Ohio, New Jersey, Massachusetts 
and Illinois far outrank all other states.

Building association work developed in Pennsylvania many 
years ago, and from Pennsylvania D. A. Tompkins, who had 
worked at Bethlehem under John Fritz, the celebrated 
engineer, carried into North Carolina the enthusiasm which 
in Pennsylvania he had gained for building association work. 
His activity in establishing building associations in North 
Carolina is largely responsible for the fact that that state 


had in 1922 $44,398,999 assets in building associations, while 
the adjoining state of South Carolina had only $7,626,000. 
Maryland has for many years been an active investor in 
building associations, and a very large proportion of all the 
dwellings in Baltimore have been purchased through the 
operation of such associations. 

In 1917 the total membership in building associations in 
the country was just a little over one-half of the number 
in 1922, or 3,838,612. The total assets were a little more 
than one-half of the assets of 1922, or $1,769,142,175. The 
figures are as follows: :

For 1917 the figures by states are of interest for com- 
parison with the figures for 1922 in order to show how 
great has been the increase in some of these states. There 
are a few states in both of these tables from which no re- 
ports were available, and so in each year some of them were 
lumped under the general heading of “Other States.” This 
explains the omission from the 1917-18 table of a number 
of states which appear in the table for 1922-23. 


Here is a savings account to the credit of the home-buying 
people of the country of over $3,342,000,000, a gain of $1,580,- 
000,000 compared with 1917, or an average annual increase of 
over $300,000,000 invested in building association securities. 


Massachusetts and Maryland are noted for the relatively 
large amount of money deposited in savings banks, but they 
at the same time have not confined their savings accounts 
to the banks but have invested proportionately very heavily 
in building associations. It has sometimes been thought that 
where people had the thrift habit of depositing in savings 
banks there was less necessity for investing in building 
associations, but the figures which we are giving show that 
the states which are most prosperous and which utilize 
savings banks to the largest extent are at the same time 
the largest investors in building associations. 

The South should especially make a study of building 
association operations. They have been successful in Mary- 
land and North Carolina, in Alabama, in Louisiana and in a 
number of other states; but their success has fallen far 
short of what should have been the result under a proper 
campaign on the part of the people of each state in develop- 
ing this form of thrift and of home-buying through savings 
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accounts in building associations. So important to the in- 
vestors in building associations is absolute safety that every 
State should safeguard their management against improper 
Or speculative investments by the officers. 
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IS MR. FORD A SUPER MAN? 


N the MANUFACTURERS ReEcopp this week is a remarkably 





forceful statement from Congressman Theodore Burton of 
Ohio with respect to the so-called Ford offer for Muscle Shoals. 
There is probably no man in Congress today better fitted by 
broad knowledge, experience, and intellectual equipment to 
analyze and discuss this question. One of the chief difficul- 
ties in dealing with the proposal says Congressman Burton is 
that the main issue is masked behind a smoke screen of doing 
something for the farmer. Of course Mr. Ford is not going 
to make fertilizer unless he can make it at a profit. And 
there is nothing in his proposed contract with the Government 
which definitely binds him to make fertilizer. He can do so 
or not as he sees fit. 

Moreover, the Ford offer either violates or ignores almost 
every provision of the Water Power Act of 1920 which was 
accepted as the established policy of the country only after 
long consideration and discussion. In Mr. Ford’s proposal, he 
would use the power for his own private interests and after 
the expiration of his suggested 100 year lease, he would have 
a preferred right in negotiations for a renewal. On this point 
Congressman Burton says: 

“Mr. Ford must indeed be some sort of a super person him- 
self to have been able to persuade so many members of the 
House to place this great property in his keeping without the 
silghtest hope of ever regaining it no matter what he may see 
fit to do with it.” 

In his concluding statement, Mr. Burton says that never in 
all his experience in the House and Senate has he known of 
a proposal in which a privilege was granted to an individual 
or a corporation so free from restrictions, so broad and so 
comprehensive in the interest of the grantee as this Ford 
proposal. It is an unprecedented monopoly. 

We join with Congressman Burton in the hope and belief 
that the Senate will not permit Muscle Shoals to go to Henry 
Ford or anyone else without adequate safeguards and proper 
protection against private monopoly and without full compli- 
ance with the provisions of the federal water power act, so 
that the people as a whole and not one small section or inter- 
est may reap the benefits from the development of these great 
properties. 

We publish also in this issue a statement from Newton 
D. Baker, Secretary of War under President Wilson, wherein 
Mr. Baker opposes the grant of Muscle Shoals to Mr. Ford 
or to any other individual or corporation for a period of 100 
years or even 50 years and states that such a grant would 
mean industrial dominance for that period over the whole 
southeastern part of the country. He believes that Congress 
should retain Muscle Shoals and provide for its operation 
under the direction of army engineers. Certainly govern- 
ment control and operation would be vastly better for the 
country than turning Muscle Shoals over to Henry Ford on 
_any such terms as he has proposed. 

Besides Mr. Baker, another member of the Wilson Cabinet, 
Josephus Daniels, Mr. Wilson’s Secretary of the Navy, is in 
favor of having Muscle Shoals completed by the government 
under the direction of the army and navy, and thus aid. in 
military preparedness, as well as affording some assurance 
that the benefits from Muscle Shoals may be received by the 
whole people. We publish elsewhere a brief extract from 
Mr. Daniels’ Raleigh News and Observer in which this phase 
of the subject is discussed. 7 


A SALES TAX AS THE SOLUTION OF OUR 
TAXATION PROBLEMS. 


Chattanooga Armature Works, 
Chattanooga, Tenn., April 2. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 


I have been thinking over the tax problems since they were 
made so oppressive by the “Infernal” Revenue Department, 
and I am thoroughly convinced that the solution is the tax 
on amount of sales. For instance, if the corner grocer does 
$500 per month sales, he would owe the United States $5, 
or if $100,000, the same ratio, 1 per cent. This would run up 
into the billions, and each month when the trial balance is 
taken, and the amount of sales ascertained, a check could be 
mailed to the department. 

If, for any reason, the department became suspicious of 
the rettutns, they could send an auditor to look over the books 
and see if they were being juggled. This would give the 
United States a steady flow of cash every thirty days, and 
would be just like putting him on the payroll, and at the end 
of the year the taxes would all be paid, and loss, if any, 
would be on the other fellow. 

It would be impossible for the storekeeper or manufacturer 
to pass this 1 per cent on to the consumer, for it would only 
make the amount of sales greater and his tax more. 

The matter of income, salary and wages could be worked 
out the same, with the exemptions as at present. 

Take some of the big coneerns for example whose sales 
run into the millions. Take Standard Oil Company, and other 
large oil companies, and you can readily figure out the amount 
of revenue that they would pay to the United States. 

I am very anxious to see something worth while worked 
out that would give the needed amount of revenue, and turn 
loose a few thousand non-productive citizens from being fed 
at the public trough, so they can work for an honest living. 
This would put a better taste in the mouth of the general 
public. As the Dutchman would say, ‘What do you think?”

In replying to the query with which Mr. Steffner closes his 
letter, “What do you think?’ the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
would say that it is very thoroughly and heartily in favor 
of a sales tax. It has repeatedly advocated a sales tax in 
preference to our present taxation system. It is fair alike 
to the poor man and to the rich man. 

A recent suggestion made to J. S. Bache & Company, New 
York bankers, and published by them, was to the effect that 
a sliding scale of sales tax might be worked out by which 
the man who spent a large amount of money would pay a 
higher rate than the man who spent a small amount. It was 
claimed that this could be operated successfully, but at any 
rate a sales tax it seems to us is from every standpoint far 
preferable to our present system. It would involve less diffi- 
culty in collecting, it would lessen the burden on tax payers 
in answering the intolerable and almost impossible questions 
that are asked, and develop a method which would give the 
government all the revenue needed on a far more satisfactory 
basis than the plan now in operation.

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POSTAL RATES ALREADY TOO HIGH. 


HE New York Journal of Commerce commenting upon 
the proposed blanket advance in the salaries of postal 
employes, says: : 
“There is now before Congress a bill which would authorize 
a- horizontal increase in the salaries of most postal employes. 
It is estimated that this measure will add something not 
far short of $150,000,000 to the expense of conducting the 
service. The postmaster generalehas said that if it becomes 
a law it will be necessary to advance the second, third and 
fourth class postal rates to make up the deficit. If that is 
the ultimate result then the proposition should be investigated 
earefully before the bill is permitted to pass. Already the 
burden imposed upon second class mail has worked a great 
hardship. Publishers, in many instances, it is alleged, are 
handling more than half of their output independent of the 
mails. If postal rates are to be advanced even more to meet 
the deficit caused by the increased salaries still further 
curtailments on the part of publishers would undoubtedly 
follow.” 


And the Times-Union, of Jacksonville, adds this comment 
to that of the Journal of Commerce as follows: 


“Increasing rates on second class mail matter will mean 
a curtailment of newspaper distribution in some sections of 
the country. It will work great hardship upon the smaller 
newspapers—and prove a co-incident drawback wherever 
the papers are now circulating. Recognized as the greatest 
aid to the general dissemination of useful information in 
modern times, newspapers should be encouraged rather than 
over-taxed. They are already bearing more than a fair share 
of the war-debt taxation and do not deserve to be still further 
oppressed.” 


Postmaster General New in a letter to the Chairman of 
the Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads points out 
that this blanket raise as proposed would add at least 
$150,000,000 to the annual expenditure of the postal service. 
If these increases should be made, either the national treasury 
will have to bear this added burden, or it will have to be 
borne by an increase in rates on some lines of postal activities. 
In either case the public will have to bear the burden of 
higher taxes and higher cost of living. No suggestion has 
been made so far as we have learned of any increase to be 
made on first class or letter postage; but if rates are to be 
increased it would be better we think to start at the top 
and add the cost to the first class matter. Surely the news- 
papers are already bearing an undue burden. 


Postal rates on all publications were heavily increased as 
a war tax, and they have never been lightened, notwith- 
standing the fact that the war is long time past and that 
many other war taxes have been reduced, and the bill now 
in Congress proposes further reductions in almost everything 
except newspapers and magazines. If higher postal pay 
is absoultely essential for some postal employes it.should be 
adjusted on a basis of service and cost of living, and not 
on a uniform rise throughout the whole service. In some 
of the smaller villages and towns it costs very much less to 
live than in the larger cities, and the pay should be propor- 
tionately less. 

We have been piling up expenses on top of expenses, 
taxes on top of taxes, increasing salaries over and over 
again until there seems no end to the demand for higher 
salaries which-means a continuous vicious circle of a higher 
and higher cost of living and higher and higher taxes. 
If the postal service does not give to the men employed 
adequate pay for their work it is entirely feasible for them 
to leave and seek employment in some more profitable line 
of business. They are not held to the work by compulsion. 
They have chosen that particular field of activity of their 


own volition, and while we believe thoroughly in good salaries 
to men who are doing good work we do not feel that the 
country should be saddled with this additional burden which 
of necessity must come out of the public at large, whether 
it be placed on the first class mail matter or on second, or 
third, or fourth class. In the long run the country must 
carry the burden in one way or another, and if it were taken 


- direct out of the treasury it would still be true that the 


people were being taxed in order to increase the salaries of 
these postal employes. 

Postmaster General New has presented the matter very 
clearly in showing that this added burden of at least $150,- 
000,000 a year would either have to come out of the treasury 
direct as the payment of a deficit, or else it would have to 
be added on to the postal rates; and postal rates, as we 
all know, are in many respects fully as high as they should 
be. The very suggestion of an increase of postal rates, or 
in the parcel post business—and that line of postal work 
is probably contributing a smaller share proportionately 
to the postal receipts than any other lines of postal work— 
has raised vigorous criticism from parcel post shippers. One 
concern in the South has stated that the increase in parcel 
post would add at least $50,000 to the expense of the ship- 
ments which it is making, and that this cost would have 
to be added to the price paid by the customers. 

But the parcel post business is purely a commercial affair. 
It should bear a relative proportion of the cost of operation. 
Second class postage on the other hand is already bearing 
more than its share of the burden, for the rates which were 
advanced as a war measure and voted for by some congress- 
men as a distinct effort to punish the newspapers for express- 
ing the thought that this country should stand by the Allies 
in the war against Germany’s barbarism, have never been 
repealed or lightened. These rates have been extremely 
burdensome upon the whole publication business. They have 
doubled and quadrupled in many cases the expense of pub- 
lications for postage. To a very large extent many news- 
papers find it less expensive to ship the bulk of their cir- 
culation by the express companies, who are handling it at 
a lower cost than the Post Office Department. 
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HOW TO DEVELOP TEXAS. 


ALLAS, ‘'exas, was. recently charged, in a letter to the 
MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD from a New York business 
man, with having established something of a Chinese Wall 
around that city on the idea of “Dallas for Dallas,” in other 
words, doing all Dallas’ construction activities through exist- 
ing population. In reply to a query from the MANUFAC- 
TURERS ReEcorD as to this statement we have a letter from 
Charles Saville, General Manager of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Dallas, in which he says: 


“We have never had the slightest idea of building a Chinese 
Wall around our city. On the contrary, we are emphasizing 
the fact that Dallas’ future depends on the growth and 
prosperity of the netire Southwest, and we are systematically 
doing everything we can to co-operate with and assist all 
the cities in this territory. At present Dallas’ commercial 
leadership is largely along jobbing lines. Our wholesalers 
had a volume of over $700,000,000 last year; our manufac- 
turers had a volume of less than $200,000,000. 


“We recognize that our future will be to a considerable 
extent along manufacturing lines, and with this in view, we 
want to increase our local industrial development. Our local 
manufacturers are urging all people in the Southwest to use 
Southwestern products, prices and quality being equal with 
those of other localities. We are particularly anxious that 
you should appreciate fully the local situation on account of 
the unusual prominence you have given our city in your 
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publication. We shall be glad to answer any specific ques- 
tions in regard to these matters.” 

There is indeed a great opportunity in Dallas and through- 
out all Texas for the development of industrial interests. 
That state has developed its agriculture out of proportion 
to its industrial development for the well rounded growth of 
all interests. 

Texas is a royal empire of such immeasurable resources 
that it should be not only as it is, one of the foremost agri- 
cultural states in the Union, but one of the greatest industrial 
centers of the world. It has the basis in raw materials for 
almost limitless manufacturing interests. It should do all 
in its power to induce outside industrial interests to come 
into Texas and take active part in the manufacturing devel- 
opment of that state. “ 

It is well for the people of the Southwest as far as may be 
feasible, as suggested by the manufacturers of Dallas, to buy 
Southwestern products when prices and quality are equal to 
those of other localities, but no narrow viewpoint should be 
given favorable consideration in this respect. Every manu- 
facturer, wherever he is located, who can sell to Texas people 
the things which are most needed and which will add most 
largely to the prosperity of the state, will help to create an 
industrial market which sooner or later will cause outside 
manufacturers to locate in Texas. There is room enough 
not only for the manufacturers now in Texas, but room 
enough for thousands of others to come into Texas, and their 


coming would prove a blessing to the whole state. 
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THE NEGRO MIGRATION QUESTION VIEWED 
FROM DIFFERENT ANGLES. 


ILL the migration of negroes from the South to the 

industrial cities of the North and West continue? Will 
it be advantageous, or disadvantageous to the South? Will 
these negroes be permanently welcomed into northern and 
western cities to which they are going? 

These and many other questions are constantly under 
discussion not only in the South, but in all parts of the land. 
No movement of population for many years has been as 
widely discussed as has this movement of the negroes. The 
number who have gone North and West is not as large as 
some have supposed. The reports that many of those who 
had gone out of the South were returning, are largely in- 
correct. Some have come back but many have stayed. 

In this issue we are able to present some very interesting 
facts in regard to this movement. Mr. J. Clay Murphey, of 
Macon, former president of the Georgia Real Estate Asso- 
ciation recently sent a questionnaire to a large number of 
cities in the North and West to which negroes had been 
going in considerable number, asking as to whether they 
were welcomed as additions to the population, whether there 
was room for more, and how the negroes are working out. 
The reports are extremely interesting. We are able to give 
a summary of them well worth a careful study. 

On the other hand, at the suggestion of the MANUFACTURERS 
RecorpD, railroad officials throughout the South recently made 
a careful investigation throughout their local agents in 
different towns and cities of the South as to whether the re- 
ports that negroes were returning from the North and West 
were correct. These reports are likewise summarized in 
this issue, and they show that the movement of negroes 
back to the South before Christmas was almost wholly on 
account of the holidays, and that most of those who returned 
at that time, went back to their new homes in the North and 
West. 

Fully appreciating all of the good qualities of the best 
negroes as laborers and farmers and farm hands, and fully 
appreciating how this migration has caused individual losses 
to many land owners whose tenants have left them, we have 
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never regarded the movement of negroes out of the South 
up to the present time as a disadvantage to this section or 
to the nation. The South has had far too many negroes in 
proportion to its population. The going away of a con: 
siderable number will be an advantage to the South and to 
the negroes who remain. The lessening of the labor supply 
will result in a higher rate of wages and better living and 
educational conditions for the negroes who remain. 


The South has been stimulated to a deeper consideration 
of all of these questions by reason of the much discussed 
movement of negroes out of the South. That point is 
strongly brought out in the article on the subject in this 
issue based on the reports from the railroads which have 
been furnished to us. 


It is well also that the North and West should learn for 
themselves every phase of the race question. They can study 
its problems at short range now, whereas to a large extent 
in the past they berated the South because they did not 
know anything about the race problem in the South. There 
is an ample supply of labor in the South when well handled, 
with modern machinery, and well paid, to carry on all the 
work that is being done in this section, or that can be done 
for a long time. Individual farmers here and there, and in- 
dividual land owners whose tenants have gone, will naturally 
suffer. Some sections of the South will be halted in their 
development by a lack of negro labor. But broadly speaking, 
the whole South will be benefited by the movement which 
has thus far gone on. 


The South has too long depended upon the negro for 
cotton raising. This should be pre-eminently a white man’s 
crop, as to a large extent it is in Texas. But some parts of 
the South have for so many years looked upon negro labor 
as essential in cotton raising that they have come to believe 
that cotton should be raised by negroes and not by white 
men. Of all farming interests cotton should fundamentally 
be a white man’s crop. 


The facts given and the views expressed in the reports 
from commercial organizations in the North and West, some 
of which are very strongly opposed to the coming of more 
negroes, and the summary of the information secured by 
Southern railroads, brought together as in this issue, will 
furnish a basis for an interesting study of the whole problem. 
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A MAGIC NAME. 


Great is the magic of the name Ford. At a time when 
Washington is rocking from Lafayette Square to the Con- 
gressional Library with the repercussions of an injudicious 
lease of a disappearing natural resource, the House of Repre- 
sentatives in its wisdom votes practically to give away to 
Henry Ford, his heirs and assigns forever, the rights in a 
continuing resource of infinitely more intrinsic value than a 
few million barrels of oil and of infinitely greater influence 
on the lives and business of the citizens of the South and of 
the country at large. This is mass hypnotism of a sort which 
only a professional alienist can understand.—Hngineering 
News Record. 

Even the professional alienist would have to admit defeat 
in such a task. 
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VIEW OF A WELL KNOWN AUTHOR.

F Mr. Vanderlip’s business acumen was not greater than 

the proposition which he puts forth for organizing an 
investigating commission, it would be surprising that he ever 
succeeded in accumulating the large wealth with which he is 
eredited. The announcement that he is preparing to spend 
money liberally for the support of an organization for investi- 
gation purposes will naturally draw around him all the muck- 
rakers, scandalmongers, sensation hunters and others who 
will seek to become grafters on his funds, and for this pur- 
pose will put up more cock and bull stories than were ever 
devised before, and fill the land with wonderful statements 
about this, that and the other scheme which they know is 
rotten, if they can only have the privilege of good pay for 
investigating it and making the facts public. 

We do not for a moment question Mr. Vanderlip’s motives or 
good intentions, but we seriously question his judgment. The 
world is always full of scandalmongers, and rumormongers 
who offer with a suggestion of great secrecy some wonderful 
tale about how this man or that man has gone wrong, how 
somebody bribed a congressman or a state legislator; and the 
rumors spread and go on spreading without end until the men 
who first put them out as rumors really begin to believe them 
and to claim that they are able to prove them. 


Of all the absurd stuff that has ever been presented before 
a court or congressional investigating committee much of that 
lately heard is the veriest absurdity, which would never be 
accepted as testimony in any court of justice. That a vision- 
ary woman could unload on Congress, and thus on the public, 
all the cock and bull stories which her former husband from 
whom she was divorced was alleged to have told her, and 
which she accepted as gospel truth, putting on all of these 
absurd statements her own wild imagination, brings into con- 
tempt all serious investigations. Many other testimonies were 
on their face equally as absurd. 


That the situation may have demanded a thorough investi- 
gation we do not for a moment deny; but this investigation 
should have been conducted from a non-partisan standpoint 
and for the purpose of getting at the truth; not with the evi- 
dent desire of creating sensationalism based on some of the 
most absurd suggestions and statements ever made by wild 
and visionary people. Honest investigation has thus been dis- 
credited, and honest minded people who do a little thinking 
for themselves realize the folly of such methods; yea, worse 
than folly, the danger of such methods in causing the public 
to believe that everything and everybody, officials of high and 
low degree, business men of all kinds are moved entirely by 
lustful greed and are willing to sell their souls for dollars. 
And in addition, thinking people will regard the fact that such 
investigations not only discredit all honestly managed investi- 
gations of corruption, alleged or proven, but create a mob 
spirit which feeds and fattens on scandalmongering, and on 
the doctrine that every man has his price; when as a matter 
of fact, there are millions of business men in this country, 
and thousands of men in public life who could not be bribed 
to do wrong for any price. 

Unfortunately there always has been and so long as human 
nature is as it is there always will be corruption here and 
there. Some men will betray their trusts; some men will rob 
and steal; some men will seek to take advantage of their fel- 
low men. But a healthy public opinion, rightly developed, 
holds most men to a realization of their responsibility and to 
correct dealing in legislative matters even when some of them 
might not be inherently honest minded. 

Mr. Vanderlip’s organization might be properly termed “A 
School for Scandal.” The-very announcement which he has 
sent out in regard to the proposition will rally round him, we 
are afraid, not the forces which he would seek to enlist in the 
good cause, but the forces of disrepute which will see in his 


millions a field for limitless graft as hangers-on or as em- 
ployes who secure their jobs through promising fairy tales of 
what they can prove. We are afraid Mr. Vanderlip has not 
chosen either wisely or well the way in which to announce 
that he is prepared to spend big sums for investigation work.

There are bad men everywhere, but good men are 
in the majority and can control things if they will only do 
their duty by the country by voting only for good men 
regardless of personal friendship or party affiliation. 

Mr. Swaim wants a good man for president of the United 
States regardless of whether he is a democrat or a republican. 
But we wonder if Mr. Swaim and those who feel like he 
does, have always voted with a conscientious sense of duty 
for the man who in their opinion was the best man for the 
country, regardless of the party to which he belonged.

for public good, as has been fouund, or is likely to be found 
in Washington. 

Is Mr. Swaim, for instance, entirely certain that all of 
the officials in his own town, or in his own state, are free 
from graft, free from violation of the prohibition or other 
laws, free from using political influence for personal profit, 
free from false arrests for the fees that are paid in some 
states for arrests whether the man be convicted or not, 
free from rottenness in the management of hospitals and alms 
houses? Have we not as individuals and as a nation been 
too long content to let the offices of the country, in counties, 
villages, towns, cities, states and in the national government 
be filled too often by men who are not wholly and solely 
devoted to the welfare of their country? 

It is useless to blame the criminals who are in office, for 
those who have failed to do their duty in voting, and in 


voting for the best man regardless of party, have done the 
country a greater harm than have the criminals themselves. 
Too many of us have been criminally negligent in our respon- 
sibility in this respect. Thousands and tens of thousands, 
and in the aggregate millions of American men and women 
stay away from the polls on election day because they say 
the machine will run the election any way; some stay away 
from indifference; some women actually refuse to register 
because they would have to give their age; some men say 
they are so busy that they have no time to go to the polls 
and the election will go along anyway without them. 

All men and women who fail to register and to vote, and 
to vote conscientiously as in the sight of God, are doing 
their best to break down the Government, to encourage 
criminality, and to bring about the exact conditions which 
we see in every part of this country in open violation of law.

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REMINISCENCES OF ANNISTON, ALABAMA. 


HE Star, of Anniston, Alabama, has done not only that 

town good but the entire state of Alabama, indeed 
broadly it may be said the whole South, by the publication 
of a special edition of nine sections of twelve pages each, 
devoted to a story of Calhoun County, of which Anniston 
is the dominating center of activity. 

The production of such a paper in Anniston is suggestive 
of the spirit which is abroad throughout the South. One 
might readily expect such a special edition from Florida 
towns where real estate activity and general building work 
furnishes the basis for these great publications, but in Annis- 
ton where business is simply pursuing the even tenor of 
its way and where the town is building on the solid lines 
of the past in industrial development, the success of the 
Star in producing such a publication is especially note- 


- worthy. The story which it has told of Anniston’s material 


development is not only remarkable in itself but. is a re- 
markable illustration of the rapidity with which Southern 
towns have been developing their industrial interests of 
recent years. 

The writer well remembers when he discussed with the 
late Sam Noble, the founder of Anniston, plans for the build- 
ing of the first pipe plant established in that community 
and now Anniston, according to the report of the Star, is 
the world’s greatest producer of soil pipe. It has eleven 
pipe plants, employing 3000 men and having an estimated 
annual production of $20,000,000 with a pay roll of $2,500,000. 
“Alabama,” says the Star, “produces more than a half of the 
entire soil pipe made in America and Anniston produces 
75 per cent of the Alabama output.” This piping, ranging 
from small to very large size, is constantly being shipped 
to many part's of the world, including Canada, Cuba, Porto 
Rico, the Hawaiian Islands, the Philippine Islands and other 
Oriental regions. 

But Anniston’s outstanding industries are not confined 
simply to the making of pipe, for that town is also the 
center of large cotton mill enterprises. Located in Anniston 
itself are eight cotton mill concerns, while in other parts 
of Calhoun County, are three additional mills, the aggregate 
for the county being eleven mills with a total of 170,000 
spindles, representing a cost of about $7,000,000. Anniston 


-is also the home of the Anniston Electric Steel Corporation, 


which it is claimed is the largest manufacturer of cast 
steel by the electric process in the South, having a daily 
capacity of 200 tons, which is said to be larger than the 
combined capacity of all similar furnaces South of the Ohio 
River. Connected with this plant is the Federal. Phosphorus 
Company, which has made such remarkable developments in 
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the production of phosphoric acid as to have opened an 
entirely new era in the history of that business. 

In school facilities, in remarkable church buildings and in 
many other lines of activity, as well as in industrial and 
business pursuits, Anniston sets an example worthy of emula- 
tion by hundreds of other towns in the South. 

The history of Anniston is an interesting one. Founded 
about fifty years ago by the Noble brothers of Rome, Georgia, 
who prior to the Civil War had moved their foundry and 
machine shop from Pennsylvania to Rome, and joined in 
this work by General Alfred Tyler of Connecticut, Anniston 
was for a long time merely a privately owned furnace and 
cotton mill undertaking. Later on as the town developed 
streets were laid out and paved, water works established and 
other municipal improvements made, all at the expense of 
the iron company. The. situation was thrown open to the 
public and Anniston became known as “the model city” of 
the South. Its development in those early days attracted the 
attention of the entire country. Later on, with the death of 
Samuel Noble and others long identified with the upbuilding 
of the town and the depression which came in the iron in- 
terest after the discovery in 1891 of the Missabe ores, Annis- 
ton halted for a considerable period. However, it’ caught 
its second wind and has been rapidly building on sound and 
successful lines ever since. 

One of the interesting facts connected with the history 
of the town has been the exceptionally high reputation and 
character of many of the men in legal and in business pur- 
suits who have been citizens of Anniston. It is a religious 
and educational community and neither religion nor educa- 
tion have been neglected by reason of the rapid development 
of its industrial forces. In its early days the foundation 
of educational and religious activities was laid deep and 
broad by the Nobles, Tylers, McKleroy, Parker, and other 
men who in their day and generation were giants not only 
in material achievement but in the upbuilding of educational 
and religious forces.

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NEW YORK’S ENORMOUS EXPENDITURE 
FOR NEW SCHOOLS. 


LTHOUGH the city of New York now has fifty-nine 
school buildings, and additions to existing buildings, 
under construction, the American Contractor says that it is 
planning to spend about $105,000,000 for additional school 
buildings during the next twelve months. The plans now in 
the drafting rooms of the architects embody thirty-six projects 
to provide for 70,000 additional pupils, and this in addition 
to the school buildings now under way, which will of them- 
selves furnish accommodation for 89,000 children. As the 
plans for these thirty-six new buildings are completed, other 
plans for still more buildings will immediately be put under 
way. So great is the need of additional school-room accom- 
modation that the architect of the Board of Education says 
that the entire program is of such vital necessity that it 
should have precedence over all other construction work. 
The situation in New York is relatively about the same as 
that throughout the entire country. It is difficult to find a 
town or city in the union in which school accommodations are 
equal to the needs of the times. Public schools, private 
schools, colleges and universities are all overcrowded, and 
in many places the struggle of parents in these days is to 
find some institution of learning, public or private, in which 
they can enter their children. And yet, there are some people 
in the country who are protesting against enlarged school 
building activities and denounce as extravagant the work 
of municipalities in expenditures which are either almost 
wholly for school buildings, for water and sewerage systems, 
or for paved streets, all of which are absolutely essential 
to the health and progress of these communities. 
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RAILROAD EFFICIENCY VS. RAILROAD 
BAITERS. 


N commending the remarkable efficiency of the railroads 
I in handling traffic at the present time and referring espe- 
cially to iron and coal and coke, The Matthew Addy Com- 
pany, of Cincinnati, in a recent letter said: 

“We have before remarked on the admirable service of 
the railroads at the present time. They have as a rule made 
a complete recovery from the demoralization of war times. 
And freight now often is moved with practically express 
speed. We have had iron coming from near Chattanooga 
reach Cincinnati at the same time the mail brought us the 
bills-of-lading notifying us of the shipment. Complaints of 
the slow movement of freight have ceased. The iron trade 
is particularly dependent on the railroads and their per- 
fermance at the present time is worthy of all praise.” 

This tribute to railroad efficiency is well deserved, for the 
improvement in the handling of freight during the last 
five or six months or more indicates that from the highest 
t» the lowest, from the president to the brakeman, there has 
been such increased efficiency as to have practically revolu- 
tionized the handling of freight. 

Railroad people are entitled to the fullest credit for this 
remarkable change. Necessarily it took them several years 
to overcome the disastrous effects of the unwise manage- 
ment inaugurated during the war, when unnecessary men 
were by the war administration of the railroads given rail- 
road jobs, adding enormously to the cost of operation, and 
when inefficiency ruled the land so far as railroads were 
concerned. Even freight and passenger agents, clerks and 
others apparently became so obsessed with the idea that 
under the Government rule they were lords of the land that it 
took two or three years to rid the railroads of these ineffi- 
cient, bumptiously inclined employes, and to stimulate on 
the part of all their employes a sense of their responsibility 
to the public and to the railroads. 

And now if the politicians will let the railroads alone 
for awhile, if the LaFollettes and all their kin will recog- 
nize the change that has already taken place and give the 
railroads a fair fighting chance, we shall bring back to the 
country a prosperous railroad system, which would mean 
railroad expansion, still greater railroad facilities, and even- 
tually lower railroad rates. But these politicians who find 
in baiting the railroads an opportunity to catch the hurrah 
of the mob, are still unfortunately much in evidence. Mang 
of them remind us of a true story of something which 
happened in the smoking room of a Pullman car on a Penn- 
Sylvania train several years before the war. 

Several men, apparently all on friendly terms, and later 
found to be members of the Pennsylvania Legislature, were 
very freely discussing their activities, ignoring the presence 
of another gentleman who happened to be a long time em- 
ploye of the MANvuFAcTURERS Recorp. He listened with 


amazement to the things these legislators were saying. 

One man complained that the Pennsylvania Railroad had 
refused some passes which he desired, and he was trying 
to find a way in which to get even with the road. Another 
legislator said, ““Why, that is easy enough. Just introduce 
some bill inimical to the railroad, and you will soon bring 
it to time. For,” said he, “they once refused something which 
I demanded of them, and I immediately introduced a bill 
requiring all railroads in the State of Pennsylvania to put 
a high wire fence on both sides of their right of way through 
the entire state. Within a few hours after that bill was 
introduced,” he said, “I got the passes which the road had 
previously refused me.” 

For an hour or more these legislators freely discussed 
things of this kind and told of their achievements in brow- 
beating and bulldozing the railroads in order to secure what- 
ever they desired without the slightest regard to the fact 
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that a stranger was sitting by them. These men were then 
on their way to Harrisburg, and their utter lack of any sense 
of honor or of responsibility to the public was one of the 
most astonishing indications of what disreputable and dis- 
honest politicians can do, and to what bottomless moral 
pits they can sink, and only served to confirm the truth of 
many statements which before and since then have been 
heard in regard to the actions of some politicians of high and 
low degree in state legislatures and in the national congress.

Knowledge Worth While.

The following is from an article on the front page of the 
MANUFACTURERS ReEcorp of Baltimore for March 20 under 
the caption, “Know Thy Country:” 

“A very large proportion of teachers in Southern institu- 
tions of learning, from public schools to universities, know 
very little about their own section, even about their own 
state. Few of them ean talk with any degree of authorita- 
tive knowledge as to the South’s past, its present, its re- 
sources and its future. If they did know these facts they 
could inspfre their students with enthusiasm for their section 
and with a determination to stay in the South and take part 
in its development.” 

We hope the MANUFACTURERS’ REcorD is misinformed when 
it says that “a very large percentage” of the teachers of the 
South are lacking in definite information about their section 
and even their own state. 

Certainly, however, there are many teachers who are sadly 
lacking in information on the subject. 

And there are quite a few who have the information who 
are consistently electing to impart that information to those 
under their care. 

That condition should not exist of course. 

Every teacher in the South should consider it a part of his 
or her work to give definite, accurate information regarding 
this section and what it is doing along industrial and com- 
mercial lines. 

Such information properly taught, cannot fail to be a source 
of real inspiration to the boy or girl to whom it is given. 

And one could hardly imagine a text-book for this pur- 
pose but the MANuFAcTURERS REcorD’s own Blue Book of 
Southern Progress.

To Promote Industrial Growth of Clarksburg. 

Clarksburg, W. Va.—For the purpose of becoming an 
active factor in promoting the growth and industrial welfare 
of this city, the Chamber of Commerce has organized the 
Industrial Corporation, with an authorized capital stock of 
$100,000, subscriptions to the stock to be called for as demands 
of the corporation require. A special committee consisting 
of J. M. Carskadon and others have been designated to effect 
a preliminary organization. 


Gov. McLeod of South Carolina Appeals for Federal 
Land Reclamation. 

In a message to the General Assembly of South Carolina, 

Gov. McLeod urges Federal reclamations work as follows: 

“The Congress of the United States has always realized 

that the strength and prosperity of the nation is bound up 


intimately with the number and condition of its farm 
owners. For this reason, it passed the Homestead Act 
in 1862, which encouraged the settling of the great west, 
through favorable terms given to the purchasers of farms. 
When the lands best adapted to agriculture had been taken 
up. the Reclamation Act was passed in June, 1902, to bring 
into use, principally by irrigation, some of the arid or semi- 
arid area, 

“In the twenty years since the passage of this Reclama- 
tion Act the Federal Government has spent $181,000,000 in 
the development of that section of the country. The crop 
values of these lands averaged annually nearly $100,000,000 
and the farm and town properties in these areas have in- 
creased in value to $500,000,000. Is it any wonder that we 
hear of the great agricultural development of the western 
states when the Federal Government has enacted. legislation 
favorable to the easy purchase of land under the Homestead 
Act and has given aid to the further development of agricul- 
tural lands under the Reclamation Act? 


“It must be borne in mind that these funds came from the 
taxes paid by all the people. The South has reclamation 
problems of equai importance to those of the West. For 
instance, if some of the millions spent in the West could 
have been utilized for drainage, (thereby removing the 
mosquito and at the same time the possibility of malaria) 
in the section from Norfolk, Va., through the coastal plains 
of North and South Carolina, through Georgia to Jackson- 
ville, Fla., with its rich alluvial soils, salubrious climate and 
easy access to the great markets, both by rail and water, a 
rural civilization could’ have been established unsurpassed 
in any section of the world. 

“The nation must turn shortly to new or unused sources of 
supply for land for agricultural development. The largest 
source and the one most easily available are the cut-over 
lands of the South, which are estimated at 100,000,000 acres. 
In South Carolina these lands constitute nearly one-half the 
total area of the state, or about 9,500,000 acres. This vast 
acreage at present brings little return to our people. The 
taxes paid on it and the roads maintained through it are a 
heavy expense. These idle lands are a heavy burden at 
present, but are the greatest possibility of future income 
both to the people and the state. Proper reclamation 
methods would bring it all into use and make it a source of 
increasing revenue. 


“It is impossible that reclamation shall always be carried 
on sectionally. A policy should be adopted by Congress, 
nationwide in its application. We should not wait for the 
slow process of time to bring this about. It might be feasi- 
ble for Congress and the states to develop some cooperative 
policy as is done at present in the construction of highways. 


“TJ, therefore, urge you to pass a joint resolution request- 
ing our congressional delegation to take such action, in co- 
operation with those from other Southern states, as will 
insure favorable legislation upon this matter and the speedy 
application of an amended reclamation act to all parts of 
the United States. I further ask that you request the South 
Carolina Land Settlement Commission, appointed under your 
joint resolution last year, to act for the state in placing this 
matter before our delegation in Congress. The knowledge 
it has already acquired, the personal connections it has made 
and the service it has rendered to the state, make it the 
logical body to be entrusted with this additional patriotic 
work.”

LESSONS LEARNED FROM NATIONAL PAPER INDUSTRIES EXPOSITION. 


[Special Correspondence Manufacturers Record.] 


New York, N. Y., April 11. 


The northern forests from which our paper industry 
draws its supply of pulp wood are being so rapidly depleted 
that at the present rate of cutting, another ten years or so 
will accomplish their exhaustion. The easily accessible Ca- 
nadian pulp wood resources are nearly if not quite as far gone 
as are our own, and are being depleted at a rate that is caus- 
ing grave concern in Canada, manifest chiefly at present as 
one of the two ‘actors back of the agitation for an embarge 
on the export of pulp and pulp wood. 


The result is that the eyes of the paper-making industry 
of this country are turning ever more to the South as the 
logical next step in their search for raw material, and large 
paper interests are quietly and unobtrusively entering the 
South, inquiring and acquiring. Existing Southern mills 
are greatly enlarging their capacity, and new mills are being 
built, nineteen new ones being reported for the past year. 
It is therefore of prime importance that the South inform 
itself thoroughly on its own great paper-making possibilities 
and adopt adequate measures for the protection of its 
forests; for extensive as they now are, they are being rapid- 
ly consumed, and unless they are wisely conserved, will 
soon be exhausted. 

The Second Annual Paper Industries Exposition, held the 
past week at the Grand Central Palace, is therefore of deep 
interest and significance for the South, indicating as it does 
the wide range and variety of uses to which Southern wood 
products in the form of paper may be put, in addition to 
exhibiting the most advanced types of machinery used in 
their manufacture. 

Very nearly every step through which the pulp must pass, 
from the time it reaches the mill as cord wood to the time 
it leaves aS paper, was shown. The American Voith Con- 
tact Company, of New York, had in operation a miniature 
magazine or caterpillar grinder, showing how the wood is 
ground to make the mechanical pulp. The Valley Iron 
Works, Appleton, Wis., had on exhibition a laboratory-size 
beater and P. & P. A. screen. 

The Bird Machinery Company, of South Walpole, Mass., 
which has furnished equipment for numerous Southern 
mills, showed a Bird screen, a Bird save-all, and a Vickery 
felt conditioner and a Vickery self-aligning doctor, both of 
these latter being new devices in the paper world. 

The Sandusky Ohio Foundry and Machine Company had 
on exhibition a 12,000 pound brass tube 36 inches by 305 
inches, one of seven for that number of Millspaugh patent 
rolls consigned to Europe, each of which will turn out news 
print paper at the rate of 1000 feet per minute. 

Full-sized equipment was set up and in operation at the 
booth of the Nash Engineering Company, South Norwalk, 
Conn. A pneumatic stock pump of entirely new design was at 
work handling stock up to a density, it was said, of 5 per cent. 
A centrifugal pump of new and interesting design, and a new 
flat-box pump were among the other equipment in full blast 
in this booth. 

The Cameron Machine Company, of Brooklyn, had several 
Camachines at work trimming, slittling and rewinding paper 
to different widths from a size of one-inch ribbons to news- 
print width. 

Motion pictures every evening completed the details left 


out of the exhibitions, and showed the relation between the 
various units. 


Among the exhibitors of paper products, the Purity Paper 
Vessels Company, of Baltimore, showed a line of paper milk 
bottles and paper cans, and the Sealright Company of Ful- 
ton, New York, had a similar line, while the Kleen Products 
Company, of North Wales, Pa., showed a line of paper plates, 
knives and forks. 

The Albemarle Paper Company, of Richmond, Va., and 
the Hummel Ross Company, of Hopewell, Va., had a booth 
together, exhibiting kraft paper in rolls and sheets, in vari- 
ous sizes and grades, all made from Southern woods. 


It is to be regretted that so few Southern manufacturers 
were represented. Other interesting booths there were, too 
numerous to mention, but entirely too few from the South. 

By far the most significant exhibit of the whole Exposi- 
tion, for the paper industry no less than for the South, was 
that of the Seaboard Air Line Railway. In appearance 
typically Southern with its Southern pine hedges and sap- 
lings, and gate posts of pine boles chipped and cupped for 
turpentine, it carried to the paper industry a message of 
opportunity for permanent development in the South that 
was probably of more real significance than all the rest of 
the Exposition together. For while the industry as a whole 
might conceivably continue to make paper and prosper with- 
out improvement in its methods, it could not much longer 
exist without finding some new sources of supply of suitable 
pulp wood. The northern supply will barely last another 
ten years at the present rate of cutting. 


If the American industry should become altogether de- 
pendent on imported pulp, even supposing the Canadians 
do not carry through their proposed embargo, their supply 
will be exhausted and we could not hope to compete with 
foreign manufacturers. Find a new supply we must. The 
forests of the Northwest would last for a while, but they 
are far removed from the great markets of the East; and 
they likewise would become depleted; and while the paper 
industry in this country has always been somewhat nomadic, 
especially the pulp-making branch of it, and is accustomed 
to moving from place to place in search of new supplies, it 
must still, to some extent, balance source of supplies with 
markets. Furthermore, moves are costly, and it must have 
in sight at each move a supply sufficient to justify the move. 
But sinee it has always worked its forest resources as if 
they were a mine and not a crop, and has therefore, to- 
gether with the lumber industry, largely depleted the forest 
resources of the nation, it has left no long-time supply of 
standing timber in any locality. Therefore it must soon 
enter upon a new phase of its development.. From being 
a nomad, exhausting the resources of one section and mov- 
ing on to the next, it must become a settler, cultivating the 
crops on which it depends, harvesting again from the same 
land the renewed yield made possible by scientific cultiva- 
tion and management. 

Not only must this great advance be made in the industry, 
but it must be made in that section in which the forests 
will re-grow with the greatest possible rapidity, and therefore 
in a new section, a section to which the industry must move, 
bag and baggage, grinder and Fourdrinier, and settle down 
permanently in a new home. 


In fact, this two-fold transition is already so well: under 
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way that no great gift of divination is necessary to fore- 
During the past year the number of mills in the 


east it. 
South has inereased from 4 to 62. Older mills are largely 
increasing their facilities. The Hummel-Rjoss Company, 


at Hopewell, Va., has recently doubled its capacity. The 
Southern Paper Company, at Moss Point, Miss., has recently 
completed additions that bring their capacity to 100 tons 
A study of yields per acre of timber land under 
scientific management is being carried out by the Great 
Southern Lumber Company of Louisiana in cooperation 
with the Southern Forest Experiment Station, over a block 
of 200 acres. Seed trees and immature trees are tagged, 
measured and mapped, and will be remeasured at stated 
intervals in order to ascertain the yields under various 
methods of sustained-yield management. The Company has 
announced that by the time its immense holdings are ex- 
hausted as timberlands its paper-making industry will have 
developed to take the place of the lumber business, and it 
will thus make an easy transition from lumbering to paper- 
making from its own pulp, produced on the scientific plan 
of sustained-yield management. These are just a few in- 
stances that come to hand at this time. 

The reasons for the selection of the South are, as stated 
above: first, the South already has sufficient stands of virgin 
and second-growth timber to enable the industry to make 
its start and to maintain it for several years; and second, 
the South will grow pulp wood four times as fast as the 
forests of the North. For while Southern pine will grow 
to pulp wood size in an average time of twenty years, north- 
ern spruce requires eighty years to attain the same size. 

The extent and fecundity of our Southern forest lands 
are so great that the source of statistics on this point will 
prove of interest. The following figures are taken from a 
two-volume work, “The Forest Resources of the World,” by 
Messrs. Raphael Zon and William N. Sparhawk, published by 
the McGraw-Hill Book Company in the summer of 1925. The 
authors are both Forest Service men, Mr. Zon being director 
of the recently established Lake States Forest Experiment 
Station, with headquarters at St. Paul, Minn. While it is 
not technically an official publication, the work was published 
with the co-operation and sanction of the Forest Service, 
and may therefore be accepted as authoritative.

parts of Oklahoma and Texas, 

With only a moderate proportion of this area under sus- 
tained yield management, the annual yield, on the low basis 
of 114 cords per acre, will be around 300,000,000 cords. The 
largest consumption of pulp wood for the country, including 
all imports, for any one year was 6,114,072 cords, consumed 
in 1920. Comparing this figure with the possible annual 
yield of the present forest area, under sustained-yield man- 
agement, it at once becomes evident that the South can sup- 
port the entire paper industry of the nation in addition to a 
very large lumber business for just as long as it cares to do 
so, and never feel the drain. But to do it will require prompt, 
intelligent, concerted action on the part of states, farmers, 
paper-mill and lumber-mill men, for our forests are being 
depleted about seven times as fast as they are regrowing 
under the present lack of proper management. 


The three varieties of Southern trees best suited by nature 
and abundance, and now most used, for the manufacture of 
paper are the slash pine, the long-leaf pine, and the gums, 
given in the order of their importance. The Farmers’ Bulletin 
No. 1256, issued by the U. S. Department of Agriculture, thus 
describes slash pine: 


“Slash pine is one of the most profitable timber trees of 
the South Atlantic and Gulf States. The old growth, which 
is being extensively cut, is sold without discrimination along 
with long-leaf pine. Second-growth slash pine, following the 
cutting of the original forest, has spread rapidly over large 
areas of flatlands and low uplands of the region. It has 
been particularly aggressive in establishing itself on the old 
fields and other idle and waste lands about farms and 
towns. * * #* 

“Slash pine is one of the most rapid growing and early 
maturing forest trees.” 


Longleaf pine extends over all the range of slash pine, 
and extends further north and east. Its annual yield is only 
slightly less than that of slash pine. 


The gums grow chiefly on the damp lowlands along the 
rivers, throughout the range of the pines. 


Time was, and not very long ago, when the rosin content of 
Southern pines rendered them unfit for paper making by 
any known process. But the research chemist has so far 
overcome that difficulty that today the output of the strong 
brown kraft paper made by Southern mills from Southern 
pines is around six hundred tons daily, and is rapidly in- 
creasing. 
for the manufacture of news-print or other white papers. 
That the research chemist will before long completely solve 
the problem of making paper from pines, is strongly indicated 
by recent developments; and in fact all the achievements of 
the past few decades in chemical progress give us confidence 
to believe that this problem will not prove a very difficult 
one.. The Seaboard Air Line Railway, at its booth at the 
Exposition, gave out folders printed on a very good grade of 
white book paper, and on the cover one read: 


“The paper used for this booklet was made at the Forest 
Products Laboratory, Madison, Wis., by the sulphate process 
from Southern pines and gums furnished by the Savannah 
River Lumber Company and the Savannah Board of Trade. 
Yields of pulp amounting to 42 per cent of the weight of the 
wood were obtained which was bleached with 18 per cent 
bleaching powder.” 


Supplementing the figures quoted from Forest Products 
and from the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD’s Blue Book. it is 
interesting to quote further from this Seaboard Air Line 
booklet : 


“Investigation of the growth of pine timber in the six 
States traversed by the Seaboard Air Line Railway. namely 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia. Alabama 
and Florida, proves that timber will. regrow to pulp size in 
twenty years. All of the cut-over lands of the Southern 
states offer unlimited possibilities for the regrowth of pulp 
supply. The low marshy lands of the rivers afford a plentiful 
supply of rapidly growing gum woods. On the hill sides and 
in the river valleys are found other types of hard and soft 
woods suitable for use in the various phases of the pulp and 
paper industry. A careful survey of the above mentioned 
states indicates that there is within close proximity to the 
Seaboard Air Line a supply of at least 10,000,000 cords of 
wood available for immediate use. 

“In addition to the supply now standing, accurate data 
shows that a growth of two cords of wood per acre per year 
may be obtained on Southern lands under proper forestry 
management. 

“A fifty ton mill requires 100 cords of wood per day. Three 
hundred operating days in the year would mean 30.000 cords 
per year. On the assumption of one cord of wood per acre 
per year, under normal growth. 30,000 acres for a fifty ton 
mill would mean perpetual operation, or one quarter of the 
area required in the North for a mill of the same size. 

“In addition to the availability of timber, the Southern 
states produce the entire rosin supply of the United States, 
and the kaolin mines of Georgia produce the finest grade of 
white clay found anywhere in the United States. Lime of a 


So far, however, Southern pines are not in use. 
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high character, salt cake, soapstone and alum are also found 
in the Southern states, unexcelled in quality.” 

From the foregoing it must be evident that it lies within 
the power of the South to become the permanent center of the 
nation’s paper industry. It lies within her power, but the 
opportunity must be grasped. ‘Two parallel courses are neces- 
sary. First, adequate educational and legislative measures 
must be taken to insure the perpetuation of her great forest 
resources. Second, research into methods of making better 
and cheaper white paper must be pushed vigorously. It 
should be carried forward by the individual companies and 
by states, and rich indeed will be the reward. 





Cotton Territory Extending North and West—An- 
alysis Shows Increased Production in Sections 
Not Molested by Boll-Weevils. 

Cotton production is on the increase in those districts that 
as yet are comparatively free from the boll weevil, according 
to an analysis by the Liberty Central Trust Company, St. 
Louis. Detailed figures recently released by the Census Bur- 
eau, relating to the 1923 crop, show that the cotton growing 
area is gradually extending northward and westward, and 
many counties near the upper borders of the belt are gain- 

ing in importance as cotton territory. 

In the more southerly sections where the* boll weevil has 
been present for some time, the results last season varied 
greatly. In large portions of Texas and Louisiana the totals 
were excellent ; in some of the eastern states they were quite 
the opposite. The contest between increased acreage and the 
weevil was, in many instances, only too successful for the 
latter. 

There are 812 counties for which separate ginning returns 
were given by the Census Bureau. In 363 the 1923 crop was 
equal to, or above, the average for 1920-22, inclusive. In 209, 
the crop was larger than in any one of the three years, 1920, 
1921 and 1922, 

From the last statement it appears that in about one-fourth 
of the cotton belt production is showing at least a temporary 
tendency toward gain. The 209 counties just mentioned, in 
which the increase appears, are distributed very unevenly. 
Half of them are in Texas. In proportion to the total number 
of counties growing cotton, they are most numerous in Vir- 
ginia, New Mexico, North Carolina, Texas, Missouri and 
Louisiana. They are fairly numerous in Oklahoma and very 
few in the remaining st'ates; Mississippi has none at all. 

In Virginia and New Mexico, every producing count'y grew 
more cotton than in any one of the three previous seasons. 

Most of these 209 counties are included in seven fairly well 


defined districts, as follows: 

i. poe Oklahoma and adjacent counties in the Texas Pan- 
handle. 

2. West and northwest Texas counties immediately south of the 
Panhandle. 

8. Parts of north-central and northeast Texas, 

4. Parts of south-central and extreme south Texas, including the 
lower Rio Grande valley. 

5. ‘Most of east and southeast Texas, and western Louisiana. 

6. Southeastern Missouri (part). 

7. North Carolina (except south and southeast) and Virginia. 


In Texas the districts mentioned form roughly the boundary 
of an interior section (including, in the east, most of the 
largest cotton producing counties) where the 1923 crop was 
good-sized but not of record-breaking proportions. 

Some of the territory mentioned is comparatively free from 
the boll weevil, and some has had the pest to contend with for 
years. Large crops in such regions as western Louisiana and 
extreme southern Texas furnish some encouragement’ for the 
future of cotton under weevil conditions. 

In parts of South Carolina and Georgia there was consider- 
able recovery in production from the low totals of 1922. 
Seventeen counties in the former state, and 13 in the latter, 


raised over twice as much cotton in 1923 as in the season 
previous. 

In 40 counties production exceeded 40,000 bales. Of these 
leaders, no less than 26 are in Texas. North Carolina has 5, 
South Carolina 3, Mississippi 2, and Arizona, Arkansas, Louis- 
iana and Oklahoma, one each. Texas has the eleven largest 
cotton counties; first of all comes Ellis, with 112,711 running 
bales. Williamson, with 110,480, ranks second; McLennan, 
101,586, third; Collins 92,270, fourth; Nueces, 92,250, fifth. 
Outside of Texas, the leading producer is Bolivar, Mississippi, 
ranking 12th with 63,804 bales. Johnston, N. C., is fourteenth 
with 62,145; Spartanburg, S. C., fifteenth, with 61,873; Sun- 
flower, Miss., sixteenth with 60,156; Robeson, N. C., eighteenth 
with 58,466; Maricopa, Arizona, nineteenth with 58,189; Hali- 
fax, N. C., twenty-fifth with 51,812; Mississippi, Ark., twenty- 
sixth with 50,967. 

The leading producers in Georgia, Oklahoma and Tennessee 
show totals less than 25,000 running bales. 

The 1923 statistics, taking everything into consideration, 
are not as encouraging as those for the year previous, states 
the analysis, which showed a distinct tendency toward recov- 
ery in output in the eastern Gulf States. It is quite possible, 
however, that over a period of several future years this up- 
ward trend will manifest itself again, in accordance with 
past experience in other sections. 





Project for $2,000,000 Hotel at Old Point Comfort 
Approved by Secretary of War. 

Fortress Monroe, Va.—According to a recent announce- 
ment, the Secrétary of War has approved for the erection of 
a $2,000,000 hotel on government land at Old Point Comfort, 
and has requested that plans, embodying an agreement with 
the War Department covering a lease on the site, be sub- 
mitted. The proposed hotel is intended to replace. Hotel 
Chamberlin destroyed by fire several years ago, and will 
be erected by the Old Point Comfort Hotel Corporation. of 
which M. H. McLanahan of Philadelphia, is secretary. 

Tentative plans drawn by McLanahan & Bencker, archi- 
tects, Philadelphia, provide for an 8-story fireproof building 
of steel and concrete, with brick facing, to contain 315 rooms. 
The architectural design will be as nearly of the Colonial 
type as is possible with a building of this character. It is 
understood that a proposal will soon be in shape for formal 
submission to the Secretary of War, and that the promoters 
will require six months from the granting of government 
approval in which to begin construction. A period of about 
two years will be required to complete the building from the 
beginning of actual work. 





$500,000 Development Near St. Louis. 


University City, Mo—A new development here to cost 


‘over $500,000 has been undertaken by the Oliviana Park 


Realty Co., H. D. Henderson, president, which plans to im- 
prove 15 acres for residences. It is the purpose of the com- 
pany to build streets at a cost of $40,000, install gas, water 
and other facilities to cost $40,000 and erect 90 bungalows 
at $5000 each. 

The bungalows will contain five rooms, hardwood floors, 
tile baths with built-in tubs and hot water heat. The 
Cowdery Construction Co. of St. Louis is the contractor. 





San Antonio to Build $1,000,000 Auditorium.

Voices Warning About Muscle Shoals. 


AMERICAN SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS IN CONVENTION AT ATLANTA CALL FOR FULL 
STUDY OF ALL PHASES OF PROBLEM BEFORE PROJECT IS COMPLETED.

The spring meeting of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers was held in Atlanta, Ga., April 9-12 The Board 
of Direction, composed of the officers of the Society and the 
directors, numbering 21, representing every section of the 
country from the Atlantic to the Pacific and from Canada 
to Mexico, met on April 7 and 8. Every man on the board 
is actively and prominently connected with.civil engineering 
activities and many of them are of national and inter- 
national reputation. 

Action by the board was taken on a number of matters 
of interest to the entire country. Of particular interest to 
the South was a resolution in connection with the water 
power development at Muscle Shoals. After a full discus- 
sion the board was convinced that there is a lack of economy 
in the conditions under which the work is being carried 
on, and that the methods of manufacturing nitrates are 
changing and that this equipment should not be installed 
until the government shall have had this subject thoroughly 
investigated. 

The board also questions the amount of available power 
which can be secured from this development and believes 
that there is serious danger of installing much more gen- 
erating equipment than can be economically employed, and 
that the project should not be sold or alienated from direct 
Government control excepting under the provisions of the 
Federal Water Power Act, which Act now governs all similar 
developments, and that award for the sale or lease should 
be made under the most open competition and in such form 
as will prevent unbalanced bidding and lack of opportunity 
of fair comparison of proposals. Many of those who spoke 
expressed the belief that the Ford offer for the purchase 
of these properties is not in the best interests of the people 
of the United States. 

Recently Dr. Elwood Mead, a member of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, and an engineer who has been 
prominently connected with the work of reclaiming the 
arid lands of the west, was appointed as Commissioner of 
Reclamation to succeed ex-Governor Davis of Idaho, and 
the board passed a resolution heartily commending the 
action of Secretary Work in placing in this highly important 
and responsible position an engineer of recognized ability 
and high standing in his profession, and who has had large 
experience in the development of the West under irrigation. 

Resolutions were passed by the board resenting any im- 
putation against the quality of the service of civilian 
engineers or their loyalty to the Government and their 
resistance to public clamor and pressure for the unwar- 
ranted expenditure of public funds. The resolutions char- 
acterize the testimony of the Army Engineers before the 
Congressional Committee on the Reorganization of Executive 
Departments as manifestly unfair and grossly inaccurate 
in making wholesale charges of graft and incompetency 
against engineering and construction activities under civilian 
supervision and strongly urge that all non-military engineer- 
ing activities of the Federal Government should be under 
civilian and not under military engineering direction. Copies 
of this resolution were sent to the President, Cabinet mem- 
bers, and members of the Congressional Committee. ; 

J. H. Johnston president of the Georgia section of the 
society presided at the Wednesday morning session. An 
address of welcome was made by Governor Clifford Walker 
of Atlanta, and the President of the Society, Carl E. Grunsky 
responded. 


A paper entitled “Economics of Hydro-Electric Develop- 
ment” was presented by Daniel W. Mead, M. Am. Soc. C. E.; 
Professor of Hydraulic and Sanitary Engineering, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin; Consulting Engineer, Madison, Wis. As 
brought out in this paper the question of the desirability 
of any hydro-electric development depends on (1) acquisition 
of suitable legal rights (2) command of a satisfactory 
power market (3) reasonably suitable physical conditions 
(4) favorable hydrological conditions (5) proper design of 
the works involved (6) economical and substantial construc- 
tion (7) economical financing (8) rapid and economical 
development of business (9) economical management, opera- 
tion, and maintenance (10) accurate estimate of power output 
and income and cost of promotion, financing, construction, 
depreciation, development, management, operation and main- 
tenance. This paper was discussed by Harry A. Hageman, 
hydraulic engineer, Stone and Webster Inc., Boston Mass., 
C. B. Hawley, consulting engineer, Washington, D. C., and 
W. S. Lee, chiefs engineer, Southern Power Company, Char- 
lotte, N. C. 

At the afternoon session W. R. Cole of Nashville, Tenn., 
Member of Executive Committee Association of Railway Ex- 
ecutives and President, Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
Railway, presented a paper, “The Railroads and the Indus- 
trial Development of the South”. It was discussed by J. 
E. Willoughby, chief engineer, Atlantic Coast Line Railroad, 
Wilmington, N. C., Hunter McDonald, past president of the 
Society and chief engineer, Nashville, Chattanoga and St. 
Louis Railroad, Nashville, Tenn., and Frederick H. McDonald, 
managing director, Georgia Industrial Bureau, Atlanta, Ga. 

The Technical Divisions of the Society met on Thursday 
morning. At the meeting of the Highway Division, W. R. 
Neel, Georgia State Highway Department, presented a paper 
on “Highway Maintenance Costs and Problems” followed 
by discussion from M. K. Bishop, chief, division of construc- 
tion, U. S. Bureau of Public Roads, Washington, W. S. 
Keller, state highway engineer, Montgomery, Alabama, and 
Chas. H. Moorefield, state highway engineer, Columbia, S. C. 

At the meeting of the Sanitary Engineering Division, 
Paul H. Norcross, consulting engineer and president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Atlanta, Ga., presented a paper on 
“Municipal Water Supply Problems of Atlanta”. The discus- 
sion was led by John N. Chester, consulting engineer of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., followed by Nisbet Wingfield, consulting 
municipal and hydraulic engineer, Augusta, Ga., and Ezra 
B. Whitman, consulting engineer, Baltimore, Md. 

At the Power Division meeting Charles G. Adsit, vice 
president and executive engineer, Georgia Railway and Power 
Company, Atlanta, Ga., read a paper on “The Power Gener- 
ating and Transmission System of the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company, and Its Relation to the Interconnected 
Power Systems of the Southeast”. It was discussed by 
Joseph Hyde Pratt, consulting engineer, Director, North 
Carolina Geological and Economic Survey, Asheville, N. C., 
and W. P. Hammond, assistant chief engineer, Georgia Rail- 
way and Power Company, Atlanta, Ga. 

On Friday and Saturday there was an excursion by the 
Society to the power development plants of ‘the Georgia 
Railway and Power Company. The party was entertained 
as guests of the Company at Tallalah Falls. 

A number of entertainments were given by the people 
of Atlanta to the members of the Society and the visiting 
ladies. 
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The Negro Exodus: Will It Be Permanent?

Great interest has been felt throughout the South in late 
years over the astonishing northern migration of negroes. 
Some southern industries have been handicapped by the 
shortage of labor, some individual employers have been 
wrecked financially by inability to get labor, and grave con- 
cern has been felt in many quarters over the apparent seri- 
ousness of the situation. On the other hand, many South- 
erners believed the negroes could not long endure the north- 
ern climate, and the large movement South during the past 
winter seemed for a while to confirm this opinion. 


The northern migration has of course been going on to a 
greater or less degree for many years, but two years stand 
out as notable for the black waves sent north. The first 
was in 1916, when the thirty days flood drowned out crops 
throughout a considerable section, inflicting heavy losses on 
farmers and ruining many, both white and black. Negro 
tenant farmers ruined by the flood and negro laborers thrown 
out of work by the resulting depression sought work else- 
where. Then for a few years the migration dropped off 
somewhat, but again in 1928 another black wave rolled north, 
this time for a different reason. 


This movement was largely due to what appeared to be 
concerted action on the part of northern employers working 
through southern labor agents. Whether or not this was true, 
certainly higher wages were offered; and where this was not 
sufficient, many promises jmpossible of fulfillment were made 
by labor agents; the imaginations of the negroes were in- 
flamed by exaggerated stories of oppression and danger of 
oppression, such as that threatened by the Ku Klux Klan, 
and their indignation stirred over real or fancied wrongs 
suffered at the hands of southern employers. Thus in the 
year ended August, 1923, upwards of half a million negroes 
left the South for the North. The figures for the different 
states, as given out by the U. S. Department of Labor, are 
as follows:

Serious losses were suffered by some southern employers, - 


by the emigration of many of their negro employees, and 
Southern sentiment was strong to bitterness over the methods 
of the agents, who seemed willing to inflict any amount of 
loss on others for a few commissions. In some cases legal 
remedies were sought, but the work went merrily on under 
cover. 

During the past winter, especially in November and Decem- 
ber, when a heavy southbound movement of negroes was ob- 
served, the impression gained ground that the prodigals were 
fleeing from the rigors of the northern winter, and many 
southern landowners and other employers hoped this would 
be the case. In order to answer this question a careful and 
thorough investigation has been made throughout the South 
and I am able to present the facts gathered largely by railway 
officials. The findings of that investigation do not bear 
out the impression. On the contrary it appears certain that 
even during the coldest months of the winter the north-bound 
movement of negroes was as heavy as the southbound, Fur- 
thermore, there are indications in certain sections at least 
that this spring will be a signal for the resumption of the 
exodus. 

A careful analysis of conditions existing throughout the 
South shows according to this investigation that on the 
whole: 


(1) The southbound movement is not concerted as was 
the northbound mavement, but is made up chiefly of negroes 
who are coming south for visits: in addition to which there 
are others who have not been successful in securing good 
jobs, or who have been laid off, as has been the case in cer- 
tain large industries, and possibly a few who migrate South 
for the coldest months and return again in the spring. 

(2) The heavy southbound movement of negroes just prior 
to the Christmas holidays was made up almost entirely of 
negroes returning for the holidays only. Even this heavy 
southern holiday migration was only a small per cent of 
the number that had gone north the preceding summer, 
Many competent observers, such as railway passenger agents, 
estimated the proportion as about 20 per cent, and practically 
all of them returned north again after the holidays. 

(8) In some sections, negroes are not making contracts 
for the coming summer. This is believed to indicate a rather 
widespread intention to move north with the coming of spring 
if employment at high wages seems probable. 

These figures apply more strictly to sections far south 
than to sections near Mason and Dixon's line. For instance, 
a labor agent in Richmond remarked last February that he 
had sent last year 20,000 laborers through Richmond, and he 
figured a majority of' them had returned. By way of con- 
trast, a report from probably a better informed source in 
Savannab states that more negroes had gone north from 
Savannah since the holidays than had come south prior to 
the holidays, and that throughout January at least the north- 
bound travel from that point was heavier than the return. 

With the exception of the report from Richmond that 
probably a majority of the negroes had returned there, every 
section of the South reported that at least as many had gone 
north since the holidays as had come south before. There- 
fore it seems safe to assume that southern industries and 
agriculture will have to adjust themselves to the new state 
of things, and get along with the present scarcity of negroes 
at least, if not with an ever-decreasing number. 

Various opinions have been expressed as to the effect the 
exodus will have on the South, and serious crippling of 
southern industries has been predicted. It is entirely too 
early yet to attempt any confident prognostication, but certain 
of the factors at work are evident, and may be discussed 
with profit. 

Where the emigration was heaviest employers were sud- 
denly forced to face extraordinary and baffling problems. 
The most resourceful found partial solutions and survived ; 
others went under. Face to face with such conditions, with 
“the first law of nature” brought into strenuous operation, 
the South inevitably felt strongly against the persons or 
agencies responsible for’‘the trouble. The exodus was swift 
and serious losses resulted. 

This was the first and most conspicuous result of the 
movement. 

The next effect observable was an increase of prosperity 
of the remaining negroes. Here again was hardship for 
employers. Yet the result, if the condition can be maintained, 
must inevitably be beneficial to the South as a whole, the 
suffering employers included. For you cannot permanently 
increase the buying capacity of an entire class of people with- 
out raising their standards of living; and as their standards 
of living go up, their demands for many things theretofore 
never consumed, will increase, and all industry will be corre- 
spondingly stimulated. Of course, given a sudden increase 
of wealth, most of the negroes will squander their excess 
wages on foolishness. That is a characteristic of human 
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nature, aS was abundantly shown by the almost universal 
extravagance accompanying the war prosperity. But from 
the first a portion of the increment will go for better educa- 
tion and better living conditions, and as the race grows 
more accustomed to the change, this tendency will grow more 
marked. The ignorance and lack of training of negroes have 
long been a drag not only on the negroes themselves, but on 
the entire South as well. They consumed much, but did not 
produce much. Broadminded, straight-thinking people are 
steadily realizing more clearly the necessity for improvement 
of the educational facilities along industrial and agricultural 
lines. 

That wages should be higher when labor became scarcer 
was to be expected, but when the winter months came and 
the third salient feature of the exodus became apparent, in 
the failure of the prodigal to return, this was a surprise to 
many. Various influences are at work in the north to prevent 
any large return, and one incident probably throws light on 
one phase of the situation. In the latter part of December 
or first of January an official of a Southern railway under- 
took a canvass among the planters of his section and secured 
orders for farm hands aggregating around five hundred hands 
of those whose men had left in the spring. He went to Chicago 
and inaugurated a campaign in the negro quarters there 
and in the surrounding towns and received such encouragement 
that he arranged for a special train with equipment for 500 
persons. On the appointed day there were a number at the 
station, but before taking the train many other negroes 
supposed to have been sent from labor agencies in that sectivn, 
appeared among the travelers and persuaded them from re- 
turning, using promises of employment and stories of ill- 
treatment in the South, including lurid stories of the activities 
of the Ku Klux Klan, and as a résult there were only twenty- 
eight negroes who came south on the appointed train. 

However, this sort of influence does not account for the 
fact that of thousands of negroes who returned for the holi- 
days, practically all went back north. It appears evident 
that they intend to remain, and the South will have to shape 
its policies accordingly. 

The negro problem is largely a problem of education. White 
supremacy is based on white superiority and during this and 
many succeeding generations it will remain a very real 
supremacy. But the present conditions cannot last. That 
is abundantly proved by the struggle that is going on, and 
the great change that is apparent even within the span of 
one generation. Conditions are changing, but they are chang- 
ing as the result of a struggle, not as the result of the whole- 
hearted and efficient co-operation we should give. 

Social equality? Certainly not; not in this generation or 
ever. But economic and industrial and agricultural train- 
ing of the very best, in order that every member of the colored 
race may be rendered as highly productive as his capacity 
will permit. Any change that improves the condition of the 
black race improves the condition of the whole section in 
which that race lives, and since emigration of a part of 
the negroes from the South has left the condition of the 
remaining blacks greatly improved, it seems inevitable that 
the entire South must eventually benefit by it. 

No doubt this is cold comfort for the employers who have 
lost most heavily. Possibly some of them suffered losses 
that the future will not repay. The immediate responsibility 
lies with the sudden manner of the exodus, which left no 
time for adjustment, but the real cause lies further back, 
in the conditions that made this sudden exodus possible. 

In this instance the black man profited by the white man’s 
misfortune, but whose fault was it? Who made the condi- 
tions under which the black man labored? We of the South 
must realize that in the past we have not.done what we 
should have done to improve the wretched conditions. Some 
improvement there has been in recent years—after the neces- 
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sity was forced upon us. If we had started in twenty or 
thirty years ago to do what we could to educate the negro 
as a skilled worker in various trades, conditions might now 
have been very different. Instead we left it to the North 
to send money and teachers into our states and establish 
schools, and when they wasted time and money on fol-de-rols 
such as Latin and Greek we, who with our understanding 
of the negro’s limitations could have done so much—we 
snorted with scorn and derision and never raised a hand to 
help. We could spend lavishly to send missionaries thou- 
sands of miles to the heathen, but failed to give as much 
help to the negroes in our midst as we should have done. 
although a good deal of educational and co-operative mission- 
ary work has been given to the negroes by Southern whites. 
Thus, then, our present misfortunes are largely our own 
fault, the result of our own shortsightedness—our own limita- 
tions. The north beat us to it; established schools; created 
most friendly relations; when some of the negroes ventured 
north, gave them economie opportunities unequalled in the 
South, and then, when the time was ripe, reaped the harvest. 
But possibly it will be just as well for us in the long run 
that the north did reap this dusky harvest. Where two 
people or two races of vastly different stages of development 
and capacity and ideals live side by side, the lower will 
benefit somewhat by the contact, but the higher will lose 
more. For man’s capacity for retrogression seems far greater 
than his capacity for advancement, and in a community where 
the lower race predominates or makes up even a large pro- 
portion of the population, the ideals, the standards and the 
development of the higher race must surely suffer. There- 
fore, may it not be that if we have fewer negroes in the 
South we will fare better socially as well as economically? 





We do not need all the negroes we had, nor even all we 
have now. What we do need is an equitable distribution, 
intensive education and training along industrial and agri- 
cultural lines, and a much greater use of labor-saving ma- 
chinery. 

The boll weevil came and despoiled the Southern cotton 
fields, ruining cotton by the hundreds of thousands of acres 
and wrecking many farmers. But the South is meeting the 
difficulty with a resourceful aggression that will convert 
a disaster into a great blessing. May it not well turn out 
that the exodus will force the South into an intensive train- 
ing of the remaining blacks, into the scientfic organization 
of all industries and the substitution of machinery for manual 
labor to such a degree that, instead of being crippled, its 
productiveness will be increased and the wealth, intelligence 
and happiness of its individual citizens multiplied? This, 
it seems to me, is the logical solution of the problem. 





Chicago Interests Purchase 1,000-Acre Tract Near 
Jacksonville—Plan Residential and Recreational 
Development—Will Build Hotel and Casino. 


Chicago interests headed by C. Roy Kindt, have purchased 
property near Jacksonville, Florida, for development as a 
residential and recreational center. Mr. Kindt wires the 
MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD that the property acquired consists 
of a thousand-acre tract on the St. Johns River five miles 
from Jacksonville, and that two golf courses will be con- 
structed, a large hotel and casino erected, polo grounds pro- 
vided and extensive bulk-heading and landscaping done. 
Zimmerman, Saxe & Zimmerman of Chicago, are the archi- 
tects. 

A report from Jacksonville states that the property was 
acquired from the San Jose Corporation, negotiations for the 
sale being conducted by Joseph R. Dunn of that city. Plans 
of the purchasers, it is said, include the construction of a 
waterfront boulevard, connecting with the San Jose boule- 
vard and extending along the river to the property.

MANY CITIES AND TOWNS OPPOSED TO ANY FURTHER IMMIGRATION 


OF COLORED 


PEOPLE—FEW OF THOSE WHO MOVED HAVE ESTABLISHED THEMSELVES PERMA- 
NENTLY BY PURCHASING HOMES—GENERALLY GOOD OPINION OF NEGRO 
LABOR AS COMPARED WITH WHITE.

Last autumn J. Clay Murphey, of Macon, Georgia, as presi- 
dent of the Georgia Real Estate Association, seeking informa- 
tion concerning the exodus of negroes from the South, sent out 
letters, each accompanied by a questionnaire, to forty or fifty 
chambers of commerce and real estate boards in leading cities 
of the North and of the Middle West. All of the replies 
received, have been furnished to the MANUFACTURERS RECORD. 
His letters, all of which were of the same tenor, read as 
follows: 

“Much has been written and said about the movement of 
negroes to the North—it's causes and results. 

“Personally, I am one of those who feel that much good 
will come from a reasonable migration, because it will bring 
about a better understanding in the North of the negro prob- 
lem, and help to correct much of the ignorance now prevailing 
about the South in other sections. 

“It will interest many more of our own people in a sincere 
effort to improve the condition of the negro race in the South, 
and result in a closer, stronger co-operation of agencies work- 
ing to this end. 

“Without exception, all the negro leaders advise them to 
remain in the South because they believe it is best for the 
negro. 

“The Georgia Real Estate Board is interested in one phase 
of this question; in an effort to promote better homes and 
better living conditions among them. We have committees 
now at work along this line. 

“We would like to get reliable information from responsible 
sources about the negro in the North. This will be very help- 
ful in our study of the question. 

‘We would deeply aypreciate your filling in the attached 
questionnaire, or refer to someone in position to do so.” 


The questionnaire was as follows: 


1—What is the negro population of your city? 
2—What percentage of the population is negro? 
38—Is the negro population decreasing or increasing? 
4—Do negroes live in a segregated section or are they 
scattered over the city? 
5—Have property values increased or decreased where 
negroes live? 
6—What is the average rent per room per month for negro 
quarters. 
7—Where negroes live in a mixed section is it resented by 
the whites? 
8—Are negro living conditions good, crowded, insanitary, 
or are they equal to those of whites similarly situated? 
9—Are negroes buying homes? 
10—Do negroes seem to take an interest in their home sur- 
roundings? 
11—Are negroes thrifty as a class? 
12—Are negroes more frequently in police courts than 
whites? 
18—For what offenses mostly are negroes arrested? 
14—-As a laborer does the negro give the same efficiency and 
consistent work as the whites? 
15—Is the negro generally a member of labor unions? 
16—How does your foreign population mix with the negro? 
17—What positions in your community do negroes fill best? 
18—What is the death rate of negroes in your city? 
19—What is the negro birth rate? 
20—In your opinion, would an increase or a decrease of the 
negro exodus be best for them and for labor conditions 
in your city? 
In reply to his requests for detailed information Mr. 


Murphey received from twenty-five to thirty reports. all of 
which are interesting and some of them exceedingly so, and 
the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorpD is publishing these replies as 
indicating how this negro immigration is regarded in industrial 
centers of the North and West. 

There were many expressions in opposition to any further 
increase of negro populatidn in various cities and in some 
instances the objections were very positive, although in 
sundry other instances there were equally positive expressions 
in favor of further immigration of negroes in certain places, 
these being it seems, generally prompted by local demands 
for labor. Practically all cities reporting say that some of 
the negroes are purchasing homes and that they take an 
interest in their dwellings and their surroundings when they 
own them. But the percentage of the negroes who are home 
owners is small; the largest proportion of them reported in 
any of the cities as buying property is only 12 per cent, show- 
ing apparently that the bulk of the remainder are floaters, 
ready to move from city to city according to labor conditions 
and rates of wages. Thriftiness is reported among those 
negroes who show a disposition to establish themselves in 
their own houses, but many reports pronounced negroes un- 
thrifty as a class, yet in the case of one cit'y the report stated 
that although they did not display thrift there were no beg- 
gars among them. Furthermore, in proportion to respective 
population figures negroes showed a larger percentage among 
police court cases than whites, their offenses being those 
with which police officials in southern towns and cities are 


familiar. 

In a large majority of the replies there are expressions 
estimating the ability, efficiency and consistent work of negro 
labor as equal to white labor. In certain lines of work the 
negro is considered here and there as being better and more 
satisfactory than the white labor which he has displaced. 
Generally the negro does not appear to unite with labor 
unions although he does in certain trades that are unionized. 
As to their numbers the vital statistics where reported show 
that negroes are increasing in population. 

In addition to enumerated questions and answers some 
sidelights were thrown upon conditions with respect to negroes 
by supplementary information received from some of the 
cities. The Chicago Association of Commerce, for instance, 
said : 

“We have not had the time nor opportunity to make an 
extensive study such as the answers to some of the questions 
would require, but have called upon sources of information 
available to us, who are believed to be well informed on the 
general situation. 

“Among our inquiries we have sought the opinion of men 
who travel in both the south and the north or of concerns 
represented both in the south and the north. Summed up, 
their opinion seems to be that the South must recognize the 
necessity of providing better living and working and perhaps 
even political conditions if they expect to offset materially 
the established tendency of negroes to come north. In other 
words, the opinion seems to be that high wages is not the 
primary cause of the migration. Fundamentally, health and 
sanitary conditions, housing conditions, educational facilities, 
business opportunities, and political conditions must be im- 
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proved, When they are, and to the extent they are, the negro 
is not going to be enticed away from a section of the country 
in which he prefers to live, by high wages. 

“Most of these conditions are easily possible of fulfillment 
as most business men from the South with whom we have 
talked readily agree. The difficult problems relate to provid- 
ing somewhat near equal business opportunities for the negro 
when he has educated himself above the average and also 
to bring about conditions such that the negro will feel that 
he has some small part at least in the government of his com- 
munity, state and nation. We don’t believe all the tales we 
hear about disfranchisement of the negro in the South, 
neither do we believe that it would be good for the South 
under present conditions if the negro were a controlling factor 
in politics. At the same time there must be a happy medium 
reached at which the negro will be permitted a wider partici- 
‘pation in political affairs so that he will feel he has his part 
as a citizen in governmental affairs. 


“These opinions we have collected are given to you for what 
they may be worth. We have no particular pride of author- 
ship, nor do we want to give a lot of offhand advice on a 
problem with which we are not particularly conversant.” 


The Canton, (Ohio), Real Estate Board said: ‘The negro 
situation in the North is still a new problem with us. I desire 
to call attention to the fact that this problem has just recently 
been recognized as a regular problem by one of our larger 
banks which has, at least heretofore, made loans largely 
among the foreigners in this section. This bank recently sent 
a letter to all insurance offices having insurance policies on 
properties where the mortgages were held by this bank, stat- 
ing that riot insurance would be required on all such proper- 
ties. The bank officials frankly confess that this is solely 
because of the increase of negroes in this section of the city.” 


The Grand Rapids, (Mich.), Association of Commerce said: 
“In 1910 when the population of Grand Rapids was 112,571, 
we had about 700 negroes and in 1920, when our population was 
137,634 we had about 1100 negroes. So you see our percent- 
age is about three-quarters of one per cent of the white popu- 
lation and there was a slight increase during the ten year 
period. The negroes live in two segregated sections, one 
down by the Union Depot and the other in a residential dis- 
trict. Property values have increased, especially near the 
depot because this is rapidly becoming desirable wholesale 
property. 

“The negroes of Grand Rapids are engaged in all kinds of 
labor—waiters in hotels and restaurants, chauffeurs, porters 
for the Pullman Company, and the laboring class is employed 
by the Grand Rapids Plaster Co. We do not anticipate or 
desire any increase in negro population. At the present time 
it is so small that it can be assimilated. They attend our 
schools and have three or four very nice, in fact brand new, 
negro churches, but if we have any material increase in negro 
population it is going to create a problem here that we are 
unfamiliar with.” 

The names of the different cities from which the detailed 
reports were received and the names of the organizations 
making the reports are given below, except that in a few 
instances the names of organizations were not attached to the 
questionnaire that was filled in. The numbers refer to the 
numbers of the questionnaire, the answer to each question to 
which reply was made coming after the number. The sum- 
ming up is as follows:

Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co. in Strong Position. 

In the 23rd annual report of the Youngstown Sheet & 
Tube Co., Youngstown, Ohio, which covers the year 1923, 
President J. A. Campbell says to the stockholders: ‘“Favor- 
able conditions prevailed during the first half of the year, 
good demand at increased selling prices continuing through- 
out that period. The last half of the year was less favorable, 
as demand decreased and some recession of selling prices 
obtained. During the third quarter the twelve-hour day was 
eliminated and wages readjusted to the new basis of eight 
and ten hours. This materially reduced labor costs. 

“The plants and properties formerly owned by the Brier 
Hill Steel Co., were purchased early in the year and taken 
over on March 1, 1923. 

“On July 1 possession of the plants and properties formerly 
owned by the Steel and Tube Company of America was 
secured. These properties were bought in January 1923 
but delivery was delayed by injunction proceedings instituted 
by minority stockholders of the selling company. 

“Among the properties acquired by these purchases are 
valuable reserves of iron ore, coal and limestone which great- 
ly strengthen the position of your company in this respect. 
The board of directors is confident that these properties 
will prove desirable additions from an operating standpoint 
as well, making possible reduced transportation and overhead 
charges and affording better facilities for distribution. 

“Greater advancement has been made during the last 
two. years than for ten years preceding in the direction of 
improved methods.and machinery for producing steel and 
its finished products. The board, recognizing this fact, has 
appropriated a large amount of money to be expended during 
1924 and 1925 for the purpose of keeping the plants in the 


highest state of efficiency. In addition to this the following 
new construction has been authorized : 

“A new sheet mill plant at the Brier Hill Works. consisting 
of eight mills designed for the manufacture of full-finished 
sheets for furniture, automobile and similar purposes. 


“One new blast furnace and two new butt-weld tube mills 
at the Indiana Harbor works.”

KENTUCKY’S BIG CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM. 


Will Vote on Bond Issues of Over $80,000,000— 
Primary Road System to Cost $50,000,000. 

Louisville, Ky., April 5.—[Special].—Legislative sanctions 
for bond issues looking to a big program of highway and 
building construction in Louisville and Kentucky are given by 
a number of acts recently passed by the General Assembly and 
since signed by Governor William J. Fields. This legislation: 
means that next November citizens of Louisville and Ken- 
tucky will vote on whether the city and state will launch at 
once on a construction program to involve the expenditure of 
over $80,000,000. 

Included in this program is the proposed expenditure of 
$50,000,000 for the state primary road system, $13,500,000 for 
its educational system; $5,000,000 for charitable and penal 
institutions and $500,000 on a state geological survey. At the 
same time the city of Louisville will vote on a $5,000,000 bond 
issue to be applied as a portion of the city’s share of a $30,- 
000,000 program of railway grade crossing elimination. 
Another bond issue of $5,500,000 will later be necessary on the 
part of the city, as, under the law, Louisville must provide 35 
per cent of the estimated cost of the project and the railroads 
entering the city the remaining 65 per cent. 

Louisville will also vote on a $1,000,000 bond issue for its 
municipal university, which is soon to move to a new location. 
Authority was also granted by the assembly to the city to vote 
on a bond issue not to exceed $5,000,000 for new public school 
buildings, but this may not be put up at the coming election. 


In the bonds on which the state will vote for educational 
institutions, is $5,000,000 for the State University ; $5,000,000 
for county schools and $3,500,000 for normal schools. 

Looking to the amortization of the $50,000,000 bond issue 
for the state primary road system, the Legislature increased 
the gasoline tax from one to three cents a gallon. This is 
estimated to raise a minimum of $2,100,000 in 1925 and a 
minimum ot $3,000,000 by 1930. With the motor vehicle 
license tax and the three cent general property tay almost 
$6,000,000 in 1925 and at least $8,500,000 by 1930, which its 
advocates say will be adequate to meet interest and sinking 
fund charges on the bonds. 

A number of other acts passed by the assembly look to the 
future development of the state on a scale that will compare 
with large development programs undertaken by other states 
in recent years. 

With new bridges being proposed across the Ohio river 
between Louisville and Jeffersonville, Ind., and Henderson, 
Ky., and Evansville, Ind., the assembly enacted a law author- 
izing the Kentucky Highway Commission to co-operate with 
the Federal Government and the government of neighboring 
states in the construction of interstate bridges. 


Knoxville Power and Light Company Plans $500,000 
in Improvements During Year. 


Knoxville, Tenn.—Important improvements have _ been 
undertaken by the Knoxville Power & Light Co., of this 
city which will involve an expenditure of more than $500,000 
during the present calendar year. It is stated that $70,000 
has already been expended for the installation of new trans- 
former equipment at the company’s power house. 

Fourteen new street cars have been purchased from the 
Cincinnati Car Company of Cincinnati, Ohio, at a cost of 
$135,000, and twenty-eight cars are being rebuilt at a cost of 
$60,000. Other improvements will include the extension of 
the company’s var shops at a cost of $125,000, and rebuilding 
tracks, overhead, and installation of additional sidings to 
cost $160,000.

SPRING MEETING AT BIRMINGHAM—CONVENTION 


DISCUSSIONS EMPHASIZE VALUE OF 


HYDRO-ELECTRIC POWER IN COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT. 


[Special Correspondence Manufacturers Record.] 


Birmingham Ala., April 14. 

The spring convention of the American Institute of Elee- 
trical Engineers held here April 7 to 11 was attended by more 
than 250 delegates. A large number of interesting technical 
and semi-technical papers covering a wide variety of subjects 
were presented and discussed by the members. The program 
Was so arranged that visiting delegates were afforded. an 
opportunity to see the big industrial plants and hydro-electric 
developments in the territory. Two plants of the Alabama 
Power Company, and the Muscle Shoals development in the 
Tennessee River were among those visited. 

The first papers presented included the following: ‘“Hydro- 
electric Practices and Equipment in the South,” O. G. Thur- 
low and J. A. Sirnit, Alabama Power Co.; “Hydro-electrie 
Practices and Equipment on the Pacifie Coast,” S. Barfoed, 
consulting engineer; “Developments in Hydro-electric Equip- 
ment,” W. M. White, Allis-Chalmers Company; “Acceptance 
Tests on Hydro-electric Stations,” F. H. Rogers, William H. 
Cramp & Sons. 

Thomas W. Martin, president of the Alabama Power Com- 
pany, in a paper on “Southern l’ower Developments.” reviewed 
at length the Muscle Shoals situation. He declared that the 
power resources of the South “will fail to serve their legiti- 
mate function in the service of mankind if any important 
water powers are withdrawn from the inter-connected system. 
This system js destined to have a profound influence upon the 
continued growth of the South if logically developed and 
sustained by public opinion.” 

Mr. Martin traced the economic progress of the South in 
recent years, the vast increase in demand for hydro-electric 
power from Southern industries and the decline in power 
rates in those states where hydro-power is available for in- 
dustrial needs. In the five Southeastern states, for instance, 
where power development has gone forward most rapidly, 
there are approximately 15,000,000 active cotton spindles 
while in five other Southern states where but little or no 
power developments are to be found, there are 1,200,000 
spindles, this being a typical industry which has grown with 
hydro-power development. Inter-connection of high power 
transmission systems in the Southeastern states has made 
power available over an area of approximately 700 miles. 
The total output of the combined system during 1923 was 20 
per cent greater than in the preceding year. The minimum 
demand on the combined system for 1923 was 710,000 kilo- 
watts or 850,000 horsepower. The power systems of the 
South in 1923 had a connected load of about 2,000,000 horse- 
power. At the beginning of 1924 the total combined generat- 
ing capacity of the Southeastern inter-connected systems 
was 2,200,000 horsepower. Figures were presented by Mr. 
Martin showing the rapid industrial growth in states where 
hydro-electric power is available as contrasted with states 
where such power is lacking. 

O. C. Merrill, executive secretary of the Federal Power 
Commission, made a strong presentation on “National Water 
Power.” “We are entering upon a period of water power de- 
velopment,” he said, “exceeding anything we have hitherto 
known; and this increased development, brought about under 
a policy involved, is being accomplished under conditions 
which safeguard every essential public interest.” Hé de- 
clared that America is on the threshold of an industrial epoch 
that will be marked by a general distribution and availability 
of electric power hitherto unknown. He sketched the progress 


of hydro-electric projects during the last 17 years, during 
which the output of all central electric stations has increased 
tenfold. He told how the rapid depletion of the nation’s fuel 
resources and the difficulties attendant upon supply and de- 
mand had led to the development of water powers, principally 
on the Pacific coast and in the Southern states. He discussed 
the super-power systems the government was encouraging. 
Touching on the government control of the water power re- 
“This control is being exercised for two 
primary purposes. To guard against improvident use of a 
public resource; and to retain these resources in public 
ownership that they may not be capitalized for purposes of 
rate making or of sale.” 

Many papers of a technical nature were presented at the 
meeting. W. F. Young, of the Duquesne Light Company, pre- 
sented a paper on “Lightning Arrester Tests ;” G. H. Middle- 
miss of the Alabama Power Company discussed “Lightning 
Arrester Experiences ;” C. E. Bennett of the Georgia Railway 
and Power Company, “Lightning Arrester Design;” A. L. 
Atherton of the Westinghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
Co., “Economies of Lightning Arresters;” and H. F. Sleeper, 
of the Duquesne Light Company, “Operating Experience with 
Relaying on the Duquesne System.” 

A new era in public ownership is being brought about by 
the policy of American public utilities in selling their securi- 
ties in small blocks to their employes and customers, H. M. 
Addinsell, of the New York financial house of Harris, Forbes 
& Company, told the convention. It is not the kind of public 
ownership that alarmists regard as socialistic and radical. 
he continued, but the very safest kind of proprietorship, that 
is truly democratic, that takes politics out of business, that 
fosters thrift and that makes for a more secure state resting 
on a foundation of better citizenship. The power and light 
industry alone will require a capital of $600,000,000 annually 
during the next 10 years, he said, and mortgage bond financ- 
ing can be counted on to provide only half of this. Probably 
10 per cent out of earnings will be put back into the proper- 
ties each year, but the balance, roughly a quarter of a bil- 
lion dollars, will have to come from the sale of “junior obli- 
gations.” If the practice of the past few years is carried on, 
a large percentage of this amount will come from the sale of 
stocks in small amounts to employees, customers and residents 
of the territories served. ; 

In a stirring address on “Public Relations in Water Power 
Development,” Preston Arkwright’, president of the Georgia 
Railway & Power Company, pointed out the necessity for 
encouraging public sentiment in the support of utilities, and 
cautioned against permitting the utilities to get in the con- 
dition of the steam railroads and the street car companies. 
He likewise warned against political operations. 

F. M. Downing, of San Francisco, vice-president of the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company, discussed power develop- 
ment of the Pacific Coast. 

Many other papers were presented and technical discussions 
offered. Theodore Swann, of the Federal Phosphorus Com- 
pany, described the electric furnace operations in the produc- 
tion of phosphoric acid at the company’s Anniston plant.

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Ford Proposal Masked by Smoke Screen, Says 


Congressman Burton. 


NO ASSURANCE OF CHEAP FERTILIZER FOR FARMERS—WHOLE OFFER GROSSLY 
INADEQUATE. 


In a remarkably strong statement regarding his opposition 
in the House to the McKenzie Bill providing for the disposi- 
tion of Muscle Shoals to a corporation to be organized by 
Henry Ford, and characterizing the whole Ford offer as 
grossly inadequate, Congressman Theodore E. Burton of Ohio 
says: 

“If the Government would turn the proposition upside 
down, retain title and control of the dams and steam plants, 
sell power to Mr. Ford at wholesale rates on a twenty year 
contract, and let him do as he pleases with regard to the 
manufacture of fertilizer, I wouldn’t care what kind of a 
deal it might make with him for the nitrate plants and con- 
nected property. 

“The difficulty in dealing with the so-called Ford proposal 
lies in the fact that the main issue is completely masked 
behind a smoke screen of doing something for the farmer. 
Now I will go as far as anyone in any scheme to utilize 
the power at Muscle Shoals for the manufacture of fertilizer 
of which the farmers are in urgent need. Our average yield 
of wheat per acre is far below that of England, France, or 
Germany, one of the main reasons being the absence of 
sufficient fertilizer. But in performing our duty to the 
Government we should be sure that an adequate price is 
paid for property which cost approximately $100,000,000 and 
that there be assurance that the objects desired namely, the 
supply of fertilizers in peace and material for explosives in 
time of war, may be properly secured. 

“It is said that if Ford gets Muscle Shoals under the 
terms of the proposed contract he will be obligated to sell 
fertilizer at some ridiculously low price and it is also alleged 
that for this reason the farmers of the country are united in 
a demand that the Government turn the project over to him 
regardless of the terms he may see fit to impose on Congress. 
As a matter of fact, neither the Ford Corporation nor anyone 
else who may get Muscle Shoals is going to make fertilizer 
there at a loss. Mr. Ford is not going to make it unless he 
can make it at a profit. He has said so quite bluntly to the 
Secretary of War. By this I do not mean there is no possibil- 
ity of making fertilizer at Muscle Shoals cheaper than it 
can be made anywhere else. Nor do I mean that there is 
particular reason why the Government, if it wants to do 
something for the farmer, should not subsidize some person 
or corporation in order to ascertain whether or not the 
production of fertilizer at an extremely low price is possible. 
This would only be in line with the Government’s policy in 
its great irrigation projects. What I do mean is that under 
the terms of. this proposed contract the Ford Corporation 
can either make fertilizer or not as it pleases and if the 
Government enters into the contract it will be absolutely 
helpless in the matter. 


“In the debate on the floor of the House it was said 
repeatedly that if the Ford Corporation violated the provision 
which, it was alleged, bound it to make fertilizer, the Govern- 
ment could recover through the courts. Possibly it might 
secure revocation of power leases, but a proposed amend- 
ment which provided a general penalty of forfeiture in case 
the company failed to manufacture fertilizer was voted 


down on some sort of thesis that the offer was sacrosanct, 
The present Bill says nothing about forfeiture of the nitrate 
plants. What I would like to know is just what the 
Government would recover through the courts and how 
it would do it. Damages can only be recovered if it is 
proven that damage has occurred and certainly the Govern- 
ment itself would not be damaged by the failure to make 
fertilizer. “I am at a loss to understand just what the cause 
of action would be. The only person who could claim to 
be damaged would be the farmer and he would be damaged 
only to the extent that he failed to get something which 
he expected to get and which he never had. 

“Furthermore, I do not believe that the farmers of the 
United States are by any means unanimous in a demand that 
this deal go through without the dotting of an ‘i’ or the cross- 
ing of a ‘t’. I only know of the farmers’ organization that 
has been at all active in the matter and this is the American 
Farm Bureau Federation with a possible membership of 
about 400,000 farmers. This institution has been conducting 
2 campaign which is awe inspiring in its thoroughness. In 
all my experience I have never seen a more astonishing 
drive on Congress. If an industrialist or a corporation 
should conduct any such lobby in these times he or it 
would be summoned before a Congressional Committee within 
twenty-four hours. The National Grange with a member- 
ship of 600,000 has not endorsed the Ford offer. The National 
Board of Farm organizations with a membership in excess 
of 600,000 refused to consider a resolution endorsing it. 
The National Council of Cooperative Marketing Associations 
with a membership of 500,000 have ignored it. The Farm 
Congress has resisted every effort to approve the Ford offer 
in its present form. 

“The real issue is the established policy of the United 
States relating to water power particularly as embodied 
in the Water Power Act of 1920. This Federal Water Power 
Act was the result of a long fight by advocates of conserva- 
tion. President Roosevelt initiated the idea, President Taft 
promoted it,.and President Wilson with the cooperation of 
Secretary Baker and others saw it through. The statute 
had the most careful consideration of three administrations. 
The Ford offer either violates or ignores almost every pro- 
vision of this act. The McKenzie Bill is altogether out of 
keeping with a policy of conservation and those who are 
opposed to waste and opposed to monopoly cannot consistently 
be anything but opposed to it. 

“In this connection it has been argued most strenuously 
that if the Ford Corporation gets Muscle Shoals it will 
greatly stimulate the industrial development of the South. 
If this were true I would be the last to oppose the contract. 
If Mr. Ford were willing to submit to the provisions of 
the Federal Water Power Act then this might be the result.’ 
As it is I honestly believe it will have exactly the contrary 
effect and will only result in tremendous industrial activity’ 
in northern Alabama. North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi and Tennessee will. be benefited not at all. 
On the contrary this territory will be seriously handicapped. 

“In the first place the hope of Southern industry lies in 
the development of water power to its fullest extent. The 
fact that the South today actually has more active spindles 
in its textile industry than New England is due very largely 
to the development of hydro-power and an interconnection 
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of central stations in a so-called super power scheme. Muscle 
Shoals fully developed will be the greatest water power in 
the United States. To me it is almost inconceivable that 
the Government, instead of making very sure that the 
power will be used for the benefit of all the Southern states 
and in this way for the benefit of the nation as a whole, 
should turn it over for the exploitation of private enterprise. 
The proposed Ford deal is a deliberate gift of one of the 
nation’s greatest natural resources which completely dwarfs 
the oil leases and the Tea Pot Dome scandal. 

“Mr. Mayo, engineer for Mr. Ford, said very frankly in 
the hearings before the Military Affairs Committee that 
they do not propose to sell a single kilowatt of power. This 
means that a full realization of the hope of the South of 
becoming a region of modernized farms and a great industrial 
section as well as a cotton growing section wilk never be 
brought about. Mississippi, Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama, 
and North and South Carolina all need additional power 
and the only way they can get it is by having Muscle Shoals 
available as part of the great interconnected power system 
already organized in part of this territory. By this I do 
not mean that Muscle Shoals should necessarily be turned 
over to the present power companies in these states unless 
it can be done in a way which will assure government con- 
trol of rates and use and in a manner which will follow. 
without the slightest deviation, our present Federal Water 
Power Policy. What I do mean is that the disposition of this 
property should be made in such a way that the people of 
the South will derive the fullest benefit from it and that 
the Government will retain the same control that it does 
over all other water powers leased under the Water Power 
Act. ‘ 

“Of course Mr. Ford, if his corporation gets control of 
Muscle Shoals under the terms of his offer will build up an 
industrial community around it. That is what he wants it 
for. He would not be the great industrialist that he is if 
he did not. That this is going to help northern Alabama I 
will admit but it is not going to help the rest of the South 
and it is not going to help the present existing Southern 
industry. As a matter of fact any sudden industrial expan- 
sion, such as Mr. Ford no doubt contemplates, will -be injur- 
ious to all other industry within, the territory. The labor 
situation in the South is not any too good as it is. Mr. 
Ford’s enterprises will attract labor from all the neighboring 
states, and while this may he, as I say, a good thing for 
northern Alabama, it is going to hamper seriously the 
industrial development of the neighboring states. Nothing 
will be gained in the South by developing a brand new set 
of industrial enterprises at the expense of existing enter- 
prises in which a very large number of people have invested 
their savings. It simply means the destruction of at least 
a portion of the wealth of these other sections and concen- 
trating it in the hands of those who succeed in ownership 
and control of the Ford Corporation. This seems to me 
to be economically unsound and will, I believe, eventually 
cause the South bitterly to regret that it ever heard the name 
of Ford. 

“The present Water Power <Act requires the lessee to 
have some comprehensive scheme of improvement and utili- 
zation for various purposes and particularly for beneficial 
public uses. The Ford offer contains nothing of the kind. 
Mr. Ford only proposes to use the power for his own private 
uses. Under the Water Power Act the licensee must pay 
any excess profits to the United States, the franchise is 
limited to fifty years with no preferential right of renewal, 
and provision is made for recapture by the government or 
by states and municipalities. The Ford offer provides for 
a lease of 100 years with a preferred right to negotiate for 
renewal. Under the Water Power Act the grantee cannot 


. 
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transfer his lease without the approval of the Government 
and he must maintain the project adequately for purposes 
of navigation and efficient operation in the development 
and transmission of power and must maintain a depreciation 
reserve. He must furnish power free of cost for navigation 
facilities, must submit to prescribed public rules and regula- 
tions of rates, service, and security issues, must make certain 
contributions to head water improvements, and must do a 
variety of other things all designed to conserve what is 
rapidly becoming our most important natural resource. All 
of these requirements are eliminated in the proposed Ford 
contract. Mr. Ford must indeed be some sort of super 
person himself to have been able to persuade so many 
members of the House to place this great property in his 
keeping without the slightest hope of ever regaining it no 
matter what he may see fit to do with it. 

“IT proposed an amendment which provided that at least 
half of the power should be disposed of to the public. The 
House voting it down simply proposed to turn over to one 
man of the most valuable water power installations in the 
country giving him an absolute monopoly. It took for 
granted that he could dispose of the power or not as he might 
see fit and if he did see fit allowed him to do so under his 
own terms and conditions. The object of my amendment 
was to guarantee that at least a part of the power should 
be circulated for the good of the people. To me it is little 
short of monstrous that a great natural asset such as this 
should be turned over to one wealthy individual to the 
exclusion of the working man, the farmer, and the housewife. 


“IT believe that not alone the Senate but the American people 
will condemn the bill. It does not seem possible to me that 
it will become a law. I think the House destroyed all 
chance of its passage in the Senate by voting down some of 
the amendments designed ‘to protect the property and 
resources of the nation. 

“With reference to the final disposition of Muscle Shoals 
I wish to say in the first place that the Ford offer is grossly 
inadequate. If one should go to a private individual with 
such an offer—if one should go to a single official of the 
Government—he would laugh him out of court on the ground 
that it was ridiculous. Out of the $5,000,000 which Mr. 
Ford agrees to pay for the property which he is to purchase 
outright the Government must spend about $3,400,000 for 
a new steam plant which it will present to him. He is 
paying $1,600,000 for property that cost ninety-two millions 
and that has a serap value of $16,000,000. That is the Ford 
offer for an absolute title in fee simple for steam plants, 
nitrate plants, quarries, transmission lines and thousands 
of acres of land including whole towns built by the Govern- 
ment. All this is in addition to the water power leases. 


“Now bitterly opposed as I am to government owership and 
operation I would a great deal rather see the plant completed 
and even operated by the Government of the United States 
than to give it to Ford under any such terms as are proposed. 
Our engineers are at work on Dam Number 2. The McKenzie 
Bill contemplates the disbandment of the Government forces 
which will only result in chaos. The President in his 
message said in regard to Muscle Shoals: ‘I therefore recom- 
mend that Congress appoint a small joint committee to 
consider offers, conduct negotiations, and report definite 
recommendations.’ I am in favor of the Government pro- 
ceeding with the work as rapidly as possible under the 
engineers now in charge of the work and while this is going 
on let a congressional committee with perhaps the addition 
of Mr. Hoover or the Federal Power Commission proceed in 
accordance with the recommendation of the President. 

“Finally, I would like to add that in all my service in the 
House and Senate I have never known a proposition in which 
a privilege was granted to an individual or corporation which 
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was so free from restriction, so broad and comprehensive, 
so strong in the interest of the grantee as this Ford proposal. 
It is an unprecedented monopoly. It gives the Ford Cor- 
poration an amount of power which approximates that of 
the American side of Niagara Falls and says to it as was 
said to the private interests which now control Niagara 
Falls power, ‘use it as you please’. The millions upon 
millions of dollars of the money belonging to the taxpayers 
of the United States already expended are totally disre- 
garded. <A carefully considered and well tried Federal 
policy of conservation is brushed aside in a most irrespon- 
sible manner. The members of the House who voted for 
the bill have not heard the last of it.” 





Josephus Daniels, Secretary of Navy in Wilson 
Cabinet, Wants Federal Government to Develop 
and Control Muscle Shoals.

A great country like this ought always to be undertaking 
some great outstanding constructive work, such as the Panama 
Canal, the Alaskan railway, jettying the Mississippi water 
power development, irrigation in the West and drainage in 
the South, the connection of the Mississippi river and the St. 
Lawrence. These giant works cannot be undertaken by indi- 
viduals. They are too big, and their benefits are too great 
for the whole people to be turned over to private initiative if 
they would raise the capital. 

Yor military preparedness, Muscle Shoals ought to be com- 
pleted and nitrates produced, or every preparation made for 
their production in short order. It will insure a supply of 
nitrates for any emergency. It would be wise to reduce the 
Army and Navy appropriations ten per cent every year until 
the big project is completed. The possession of the plant is 
worth more to military preparedness than some of the mat- 
ters for which money is being appropriated. The Army and 
Navy should lead for governmental completion of Muscle 
Shoals. In addition to this military need the production of 
nitrates in large quantitites, it is believed, would result in 
cheaper fertilizers. 

The farmers are taxed heavily on everything they buy and 
are forced to sell on markets without protection. If the 
Government, while securing military preparedness, can afford 
help to the farmers, there is every reason why it should do so. 
At the same time the production of water-power, which could 
be sold at cost, would stimulate industrial development and 
should cheapen the article produced. 

The Government should complete Muscle Shoals and give 
the great benefits to all the people.

FORMER SECRETARY OF WAR BAKER OP- 
POSES FORD MUSCLE SHOALS OFFER. 


Prefers Government Ownership Under Direction of 
Army Engineers. 
Newton D. Baker, former Secretary of War under President 


Wilson, in a letter to Ernest Greenwood, president of the 


International Association of Civitan Clubs, strongly opposes 


the acceptance of Henry Ford's offer for Muscle Shoals, and 
recommends Government ownership with operation directly 
by the Corps of Engineers of the Army or by a public corpora- 
tion analagous to the Panama Railroad Company, and through 
such operation to deal with the power produced in the mass, 
without entering into retail operation. 

To grant Muscle Shoals to Ford, says Mr. Baker, would 
place him in entire dominance of the Southeastern states, in- 
dustrially and commercially, give him the greatest water 
power east of the Rockies, exempt it from the wise regulation 
of the general Water Power Act, and what is most vital of 
all, the figures in present values in money are trifling com- 
pared with the growing value of industrial power that any 
such lease entails. These are among the evils in the present 
scheme of turning over the project to Ford that Mr. Baker 
would expect to avoid through Government ownership, con- 
trol and operation. 

By Government ownership the public interest, which we 
now see to be large, will be continuously served, states Mr. 
Saker, “and as the importance of this power source grows the 
hand of the Government will be free to make it continuously 
serviceable in the highest degree as the changing public inter- 
est demands.” 

Because “coal is becoming scarcer and dearer, before many 
years have passed it will be necessary to use water power 
whenever possible and conserve coal,’ declares Mr. Baker. 
“Our water powers:are therefore our great unexhausted and 
inexhaustible national assets. Whoever owns them in large 
sense may be said to own the United States, industrial and 
commercially. 

“To grant Muscle Shoals to any individual or company for 
100 years, or even 50 years, grants to such company or indi- 
vidual the industrial dominance for that period of the whole 
Southeastern portion of our country. Every other industry 
will be at the mercy of that water power, while on the other 
hand if the Government preserves and operates the dam it 
will be able to feed its current into super-power lines and so 
dominate the electric situation as to compel equality of treat- 
ment to all the vast manufacturing interests of the South- 
eastern section. 

“All the figures one sees about the gifts in present values 
in money to Mr. Ford or other proposed lessees are trifling as 
*compared with the growing value of the industrial power that 
any such lease necessarily entails. If I were greedy for power 
over my fellow men I would rather control Muscle Shoals 
than to be continuously elected President’ of the United States 
and in the nature of the case nobody can now be wise enough 
to foresee or adroit enough to forestall all the ways in which 
private control of this immense power source will be prejudi- 
cial to the general public interest and profitable to a private 
interest.” 

Because of the progress in scientific research in the matter 
of fixed nitrogen production it is possible that within a few 
years simple chemical processes will be perfected which will 
entirely free us from dependence upon hydro-electric or other 
cheap power for such purposes, asserts Mr. Baker, and 
“Muscle Shoals will therefore cease to be an essential factor 
in nitrogen production, and the country will be free to con- 
sider the use of that great power plant at its highest economic 
value without being required to make sacrifices in the interest 
of preparedness for war. Clearly the Government’s control of 
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the entire installation should continue until this assurance is 
realized.” 

Mr. Baker points out that Muscle Shoals was established as 
a war emergency when three well developed processes were 
being used for production of synthetic nitrates—the are 
process depending for its economies upon the presence of large 
quantities of low cost electric power, the cynamid process 
using less electric power but still requiring large amounts of 
power for electric furnace reactions, and the Haber process, 
in which electricity is used only as a source of mechanical 
power. Because the Haber process was not so well under- 
stood the United States had to rely temporarily on one of the 
other two processes. The exigencies of war developed the 
nitrate plant at Muscle Shoals much more rapidly than would 
have been wise under normal circumstances, and the conse- 
quence is that the cynamid process, the more costly of the 
two, will never be used economically to full capacity and the 
modified Haber process will probably justify a considerable 
extension, development and use, states Mr. Baker. 

Very important questions of conservation policy with far 
reaching political implications arise in the treatment of the 
Muscle Shoals power installation. Following years of struggle 
to secure proper water power legislation dealing comprehen- 
sively with the undeveloped water powers in the public lands, 
national forests and on navigable streams, the present water 
power act was finally passed, being so drawn as to encourage 
development of water power near the margin of profit. Its 
terms therefore are more generous than would have been 
necessary for the development of highly profitable water 
powers, declares Mr. Baker. 

“Muscle Shoals is the greatest water power east of the 
Rockies.” says Mr. Baker. “The primary installation there 
will develop more power than is now produced on the Ameri- 
can side of Niagara Falls. Apart from the St. Lawrence no 
prospective water power development in the United States 
will equal Muscle Shoals. Obviously no proposition ought to 
be considered in dealing with it which excepts it from the 
wise regulation of the general Water Power Act unless those 
exceptions are in the direction of further safeguards to the 
publie interest justified by its unusually profitable prospects.”

Augusta Plans Industrial Expansion Through Develop- 
ment of Savannah River. 

Augusta, Ga.—It is generally recognized here that the future 
industrial development of Augusta will be largely influenced 
by the extent to which the city utilizes the Savannah River 
for transportation and navigation purposes. Facing a yearly 
increase in freight rates estimated at $2,000,000, and giving 
consideration to a ruling of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission that the only way cities having navigable streams 
can receive benefit therefrom in the way of transportation 
rates, is actually to make use of them, the city has taken 
steps to develop the river. 

About seventy-five business men organized the Savannah 
River Association last year with Lindsay S. Arrington, pres- 
ident: Thomas J. Hamilton, first vice president; John D. 
Twiggs, second vice president; Spencer L. Hart, secretary 
and S. A. Fortson, treasurer. A traffic bureau was organized 
by the Board of Commerce, with F. M. Grady as manager. 
The city council later became interested and it is understood 
that the city is now ready to finance a boat line, the first 
boats to be put on the river this coming summer. 

The Board of Engineers at Washington has recommended 
a seven-foot channel, which estimates state will cost some- 
thing like $2,000,000 and involve the construction of two 
dams below the city.

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First “Made in Atlanta” Exposition Proves Interesting and 
Instructive Show.

Atlanta, Ga., April 14. 


To those thinking of Atlanta as a commercial and dis- 
tributing center rather ‘than as an industrial center the first 
“Made in Atlanta” exposition, held at the auditorium-armory 
April 8 to 14, came as a big surprise—and as a most agree- 
able surprise. The big hall was crowded with exhibits, and 
every exhibit was of products made in Atlanta. 

Almost without exception the exhibits were good. The 
show was ready to open on time; exhibits were in working 
order, carefully arranged, and there was plenty of action. 

The Coca-Cola Company, kept a full size bottling machine 
in operation throughout the show. Foote and Davies Com- 
pany operated a complete lithographing plant; showed how 
the stones were carved, inked, impressions taken, and print- 
ing done from an off-set press. The J. K. Orr Shoe Com- 
pany took orders and made shoes to fit while customers 
waited. + 

Weaving carpet, and knitting machines were in operation. 
The Shope Brick Company, made concrete brick in many 
varieties. An electric doughnut machine, turned out dough- 
nuts without a touch from the human hand. An envelope 
machine, cut, folded and pasted envelopes faster than the 
eye could follow. In short—there could be no doubt that 
the products shown were made in Atlanta. 

The Georgia School of Technology showed a big cotton 
loom in operation. The Lullwater Company made shirts to 
order, and the Marietta Knitting Mills had a number of 
knitting machines at work. 

Montag Brothers had an excellent booth showing paper 
for every use, and the Atlanta Envelop Company showed 
envelopes in the making. 

By far the greatest amount of floor space was taken up 
by the furniture manufacturers. A stranger entering the ex 
position might have had the impression that Atlanta was the 
Grand Rapids of the South. The furniture displays were 
excellent in every way. That shown was of the highest grade 
and the best quality. All that was new or beautiful in 
furniture was shown—and all of it was made in Atlanta. 

The entire stage—the Burnett-Klapp Furniture Company 
and the Southern Spring Bed Company. Taft Hall was used 
by the Southern Upholstering Company, the Gholstein Spring 
and Mattress Company and the Fulton Metal Bed Company. 
In the entrance hall the Knott and Carmichael Furniture 
Company had a good display. 

What the show lacked in balance, it more than made up 
in variety. 

Atlanta is really an important center of building and office 
supplies, and this section was very good. The Pattillo Com- 
pany, in behalf of the lumber interests of the city, showed 
a complete miniature house, fitted out in every detail. The 
Dowman-Dozier Company, one of the leading builders’ sup- 
ply firms in the South, showed metal doors and windows, 
roofing and ventilators, especially adapted for office build- 
ings. The Moncrief Furnace Company displayed furnaces 
that are being sold throughout the South. The Atlanta 
Stove Works, another firm which has grown up with Atlanta 
to be a leader in its line, exhibited modern stoves. And the 
Atlanta Showcase Company had a fine display of showcases 
for every kind of use. 

The iron and steel industry, was for some reason weak. 
The Ford Motor Company set up a car every afternoon. 
The Atlanta Foundry and Machine Company showed a 
variety of products. ; 

The displays of food products left nothing to be desired. 
Demonstrations of the Atlanta Milling Company, made 


every day with its two famous flours, “Miss Dixie” and 
“Capitola”, were one of the big hits. The Frank E. Block 
Company showed its candies and crackers. Sausages in 
every way, shape and form were shown by the Purity 
Markets Company. Relishes were exhibited by the Henard 
Mayonnaise Company. Genuine Georgia syrup was displayed 
by the Cairo Syrup Company. The McChord and Stewart 
Company demonstrated the mixing and blending of coffee. 
The American Bakeries Company featured bread and cake. 

Many other exhibits showed the diversity of products made 
in Atlanta. A collection of saws by the Southern Saw Works 
gave an idea of the great amount of sawmill machinery made 
and sold here. A display of harness by the Crumley-Sharp 
Hardware Company disclosed the fact that the iron horse 
had not yet displaced the old Southern mule. The All Star 
Tie Manufacturing Company showed ties that might have 
come from Paris or from London. 

A far cry from saws to bow ties? 

Perhaps—but it illustrates the variety of goods made in 
Atlanta and shown at the exposition. It was a survey of 
what Atlanta has done and is doing and it opened the eyes 
of many of the citizens to what can be done in the future 
with proper organization and effort.

Advertising Campaign Planned for City and Section. 

Charlotte, N. C., April 11—[Special.]—While building activ- 
ity showed little if any decline here during the winter months, 
except such outside work as is necessarily slowed down by 
rainy days, the opening of spring brings renewed activity 
along all lines. Hundreds of new residences scattered in 
all parts of the city, but with particular activity in the 
suburbs, are going up. Significant of the ‘city’s growth is 
the fact that all these houses are occupied as soon as they 
are completed. Newcomers have little trouble in finding 
homes, and will experience no difficulty as long as the present 
building pace is maintained; new residences offered for sale 
are quickly taken, and the “For Rent” sign is rare. 


In the business section recent announcements include large 
buildings for the furniture stores of W. T. McCoy and Com- 
pany, and Erskine R. Smith, Inc. The Etheredge Motor 
Sales Company, and the Pyramid Motor Company also are 
building large garages and sales rooms, while C..C. Codding- 
ton, Ine., plans a new building to house the automobile busi- 
ness of the company. The school board has plans for several 
new buildings, the building program being largely contingent, 
however, on a bond election for $1,000,000 to be held early 
next month. There is little doubt that the election will be 
carried. 

The municipality also is to erect a new city hall and 
other buildings and will spend at least $500,000 in this 
enterprise. Definite plans for the city building have been 
. made and work will be started before the end of the summer. 

Meantime, the new plant of the Ford Motor Company is 
being rapidly constructed and will be completed by July 
1. This plant will be the largest Ford branch in the South 
with a capacity of 400 cars daily. The main building is 
approximately 300x800 feet. In addition there will be paint 
and tool buildings. 

Another big building nearing completion is the department 
store of J. B. Ivey and Company. It is 86x238 feet, five 
stories, with full basement, brick, steel and concrete con- 
struction, and is one of the handsomest store buildings in 
the South. The Ivey company expects to occupy the new 
location on May 1. 

Another structure hearing $1,000,000 
office building being erected by C. W. Johnston and associates 
It is the Textile Building, of 17 stories, the tallest, and 
largest in the city.

The Hotel Charlotte, built by the Citizens’ Hotel Company 
has just been completed and occupied. It cost over $500,000. 
Both building and equipment are of the finest construction 
and material. 

Another loft building is being erected by H. M. Wade, 
who erected a similar structure last year. The various 
floors and sections will be leased to small manufacturing 
concerns. All the space in the first building was taken before 
it was completed, and the requests for additional space 
caused Mr. Wade to erect the second building. 

General conditions here are propitious for the continua- 
tion of the building program and the general forward move- 
ment. Money continues plentiful and the bankers are 
liberal in extending aid to every sound enterprise. Bank 
clearings for last week were $11,359,135, compared with 
$10,164,635 the previous week, and $10,108,699 the correspond- 
ing week last year. There is some depression in the textile 
industry, but leading textile men are hopeful that the worst 
is past, and that spring will bring a better and more con- 
tinuous demand for cotton goods. Other industrial enter- 
prises are busy and generally speaking, labor is fully em- 


ployed, with a slight shortage in common labor, and on the 
farms. 

The Chamber of Commerce is expecting Charlotte to set 
a new record this year, not in any one particular thing, but in 
a general forward move. To help bring about results, the 
Chamber will in addition to its other activities, expend in 
the next twelve months, more than $16,500 in advertising the 
city and section. The Chamber has set aside $5000 for this 
purpose and public spirited citizens have contributed $11,- 
642. This money will be used for advertising in publications 
with a national circulation over a period of about a year. 


A Fine Year for the American Rolling Mill Company. 


Last year was the best since 1920 for the American Roll- 
ing Mill Company and sales showed an increase of about 
$6,000,000 as compared with 1922, their total being $26,691,- 
234, according to the income account published in the annual 
report of the company just issued. Gross profit from opera- 
tions was $5,174,842; total income from operations, $5,207,- 
293; net profit from operations, $3,387,482; gross income 
from all sources, $3,851,012; and net income, $3,472,897. The 
company’s plants are at Columbus, Zanesville and Middle- 
town, Ohio, and Ashland, Kentucky. General offices are at 
Middletown. 

President George M. Verity says: ‘‘While there were three 
distinct periods of hesitation in buying, the average demand 
during the year provided satisfactory operation for all plants 
in the Middletown Division,” (the Ohio plants), ‘and a fairly 
satisfactory operation of the steel works at Ashland, running 
on semi-finished materials. 

“The outstanding feature of the year was the demonstra- 
tion of the earning capacity of the Middletown division. The 
income statement, a part of this report, shows that all de- 
preciation and other reserves, interest charges, taxes and 
dividends on the entire outstanding issues of common and 
preferred stocks, were earned and a substantial surplus pro 
vided, this without any assistance from the Ashland division 
which, when its finishing plants now building are completed, 
will have a production capacity of every nearly equal that 
of the Middletown division. The increased earning capacity 
of the Middletown division is the result of plant extensions 
completed at Middletown and Zanesville in 1921 and the 
further development of the business thus made possible.* * * 
New construction at Ashland was begun in the fall of 1922. 
Connection between the old blooming mill department and 
the first two units of the new finishing works was effected in 
January of this year. These first two units were placed in 
operation in February. The third and last unit, which in- 
cludes a new galvanizing department, sheet mills, finishing 
departments, warehouses, etc., will be completed and in 
operation within the next sixty to ninety days.” 

Concerning the recent sale by the company of the Ashland 
Coal and Iron Railroad to the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway 
President Verity says it was not needed for the company’s 
business. 

It is proposed to increase the authorized issue of common 
stock of the company from $20,000,000 to $30,000,000 at the 
annual meeting on May 15. 








Excess Income of $169,343 Paid In. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has received what is 
said to be the first payment from a Class 1-railroad under 
the transportation law that requires payment to the Commis- 
sion of one half of a road’s excess net railway operating in- 
come for the establishment of a general railroad contingent 
fund. This payment was made by the Richmond, Fredericks- 
burg & Potomae Railway Co., and it amounted to $169,348 for 
the year 1922. 
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THE IRON AND STEEL SITUATION 


March Steel Production Sets High Mark. 


Pittsburgh. Pa., April 14—[Special.]—Another high record 
has been made in steel production, March showing an average 
daily rate of 159,455 gross tons of ingots, which is a trifle 
over one per cent above the previous record, made in April 
of last year. From December to March the increase in the 
rate of production was 40 per cent, perhaps the sharpest 
increase that ever occurred in steel mill operations, and of 
particular interest in view of the fact that in the last months 
of the old year the steel mills eliminated the 12-hour work- 
day, substituting three shifts of eight hours each. 


In the fore part of March the rate of production of ingcts 
must have been all of 50,000,000 ions a year, making a land- 
mark in steel trade history. It was not until] 18) that 
10,000,000 tens was made in 9 year, aul not until 1910 that a 
25,000,000 ton output was reached. 

The March rate was of course too ingh to be sistained for 
any length of time, being in excess ot possible requirements. 
it was 15 per .-ni above producticn in 19238, whea the whole 
country was busy and was presuimao'y consuming steel at as 
high a rate as possible. When ruyers placed orders with 
such freedom early in the year they probably did not expect 
as quick service in delivery as has been rendered. As stocks 
are fully replenished, deliveries are certain to be obtainable 
whenever required, and prices are showing increased weak- 
ness; distributers and jobbers are placing orders only as 
necessity arises. While the volume of buying has decreased 
there is still a very fair degree of activity. ; 

Unfilled obligations of the United States Steel Corporation 
decreased 130,094 tons in March, after increases for three 
months, following decreases for eight months, furnishing ad- 
ditional evidence that there has been a turn in the tide. The 
March decrease was really slight, being only 9 per cent of 
the month’s capacity. and with shipments estimated at 95 
per cent of capacity the bookings appear to have been about 
86 per cent of capacity. Except for January and February 
the bookings were the highest since March of last year. 

Steel mill operations began to show slight signs of decreas- 
ing by about the middle of March, and are now off perhaps 
3 or 4 per cent from the high point. Further decreases are 
naturally to be expected, for while consumption is not de- 
creasing materially, and may indeed be increasing at not a 
few points, production lately has been in excess of consump- 
tion. Activity in automobile building has been decreasing. 
but that is a small point compared with increases in building 
and other lines of activity as favorable weather develops. 

There have been more crucial developments in the matter 
of steel prices in the past week than in any previous week, 
for the heavy rolled products, bars, shapes and plates, have 
now come to be openly quoted at 2.30c, even on very 
moderate sized orders, and all semblance of maintaining 
the old prices of 2.40c on bars and 2.50c on shapes and 
plates, has disappeared. Actual realized prices on sales, 
on the average, have not decreased much, for the old prices 
had been shaded sharply for more than four months on orders 
for freight car material and fabricated steel jobs. The chief 
point is that the special prices have now become the open 
prices, and this change has had an adverse effect upon senti- 
ment in the steel market generally. 

Other finished steel products show no particular price 
changes in the past week. The Steel Corporation continues 
to maintain the old sheet prices while independents continue 
to shade those prices quite generally by $2 to $3 a ton. Pipe 
and oil country tubular goods remain very firm, as of course 
do rails and tin plates. Wire and nails are being shaded 
only in certain sections. 


Lake Superior iron ore prices for the 1924 season have been 
developed by the making of initial sales, totalling perhaps 
1,000,000 tons. The new prices represent a reduction of 80 
cents from last season’s schedule, making Missabe nonbes- 
semer $4.75 per gross ton, f. 0. b. Lake Erie docks. E'ven with 
the decline, Lake Superior ore will hardly penetrate to the 
eastern furnaces to any extent, as local and imported ores 
are a trifle cheaper. 

The ore prices are the lowest since the season of 191€. 
While buyers of pig iron naturally seize upon the reduction 
as an argument why they should be quoted lower prices on 
pig iron, the furnaces rejoin that since the 1923 ore prices 
were made pig iron has already declined by an average of 
about $8 a ton. It chanced that the 1923 ore prices came out 
just when pig iron advances had ceased and before the de- 
clines began. 

Connellsville coke continues very dull, with no substantial 
change in prices. While some wage reductions in the region 
are still predicted, nothing is likely before May, and it is 
regarded as entirely improbable that the leading interest 
will reduce wages, unless conditions should change very 
greatly. 


Steady Production Continues at Birmingham. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 14—[Special.]—Production at 
pipe making shops and other iron-melting industries in the 
home territory provides considerable activity in the pig 
iron market in Alabama, new business being literally at ease. 
The melt in the home territory, however requires consider- 
able iron to be delivered constantly. The production continues 
undisturbed and the general surplus stock is not being added 
to, for a slight reduction is noted. Furnace interests have not 
lost hope that a buying movement is going to set in shortly. 
There is no scramble for business by giving concessions on 
quotations. Some freight differentials from furnaces on the 
Tennessee river with water and rail rate into the St. Louis 
and Chicago territories bring about a 50 cents per ton 
difference but the quotations have been held to $23 and 
$23.50 per ton, No. 2 foundry. The buying for the last few 
weeks has been by consumers in the home territory. These 
purchases have been in small lots and in practically all 
instances might be called spot business. 

The cast iron pipe trade is very active: almost all shops 
are operating at capacity. In soil pipe and fittings there is 
a little lull but old contracts call for a large tonnage and 
some of the larger shops are working at capacity. The Mc- 
Wane Cast Iron Pipe Company, manufacturing a specialty in 
pipe ranging in size from 1% to six inches, have a large 
amount of business on their books and future prospects are 
bright. The pipe interests will require no small iron tonnage 
to finish the work on hand and in sight. Foundries and ma- 
chine shops in the home territory are also feeling the effect 
of a little improvement in business. The Hardie-Tynes Manu- 
facturing Company and the Birmingham Machine & Foundry 
Company, two of the larger and more active foundries of 
the district, have been getting work lately, and improved 
conditions are noted. 

Twenty-four blast furnaces continue producing iron in Ala- 
bama. Nine of these are on basic iron and one on ferro- 
manganese. The others are on foundry iron. Very little 
basic iron is offered on the open market, the steel industry 
of the district requiring the entire tonnage. The production 
is around 230,000 tons the month. Six months ago half of 
a month’s make was on the yards, surplus iron. There has 
been a material reduction of the surplus stock and the 
make has been steadily absorbed. Comparatively speaking,

conditions in the iron market have been better than elsewhere. 
Of outstanding importance is the statement that the home 
melt has been steadily increasing for the past few years until 
today a very large percentage of the make is used locally. 

Furnace interests of this section do not believe that politics 
is responsible for the deflection in the pig iron market. 
Confidence is expressed that the lull is temporary. 

The steel industry in the district shows no slackening. The 
records made in the steel plant at Ensley of the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron & Railroad Company during March may not be 
repeated this month. The open hearth furnace department 
produced more than 110,000 tons of steel last month. There 
is need for a large amount of steel, fabricating plants as 
well as finishing mills having large requirements. 

Cast iron pipe shops are producing steadily. Buying of 
water and gas pipe is picking up. Pressure and soil pipe 
producers are being asked to rush out as much as is possible 
of their product on orders placed some time back where the 
destination is on the Pacific coast, shipments being stipulated 
by rail to New Orleans and Mobile and then by water 
through the Panama canal to the west. Freight rates on 
the rail and water haul will be increased upwards of 60 
cents the ton. Very few boats are scheduled to sail this 
month from the two southern ports. All of the pipe due 
for the far west on old orders could not possibly be moved 
this month. 

Coal production exceeds 330,000 tons per week. Railroads 
are beginning to renew contracts with the coal operators of 
this district. The Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company 
will use upwards of 1,000,000 tons from this state during the 
next 12 months. The Southern and other railroads will also 
use a considerable tonnage. Expectations are rife that 
this district will be called upon to supply fuel for territory 
heretofore furnished by Kansas, Oklahoma and other fields 
where there are shut downs and other difficulties. It is 
asserted that the production in this district can be increased 
50.000 to 75.000 tons more per week, if demand warrants. 

The coke market shows no change. Production is steady 
and quotations hold firmly, ranging from $5.50 to $6.00 per 
ton. 

The scrap iron and steel market is quiet though there 
is considerable tonnage of old material moving on old con- 
tracts. Not until this business has been worked off and the 
quietness continues will there be any change in the quotations. 
Three commodities still command attention, No. 1 cast, stove 
plate and heavy melting steel. Trading in these is not very 
extensive. Stocks on hand are plentiful and dealers will 
be able to meet any and all demands. 

Activity is noted at plants producing rail, tie plates, cars 
and other needs of railroads, many new orders having been 
placed for such products.

RAILROADS 


BIG YEAR ON LOUISVILLE & NASHVILLE. 


Railroad Company Preparing Railway Line Improve- 
ments and Heavy Additions to Equipment 
for Still Greater Business. 

Improvements to be made to physical property of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad Company, work on which has in 
most instances already begun, are outlined in the annual re- 
port just issued. Included in this program are a total of 
9034 miles of second track in four separate jobs on the Ken- 
tucky, Eastern Kentucky and Cumberland Valley divisions. 
The first of these is from Perritt to Lennut, Ky., about 1514 
miles, which is expected to be in operation by July 1; this 
includes three tunnels. The next is from Baileys to Wallsend, 
Ky., a little more than 161%4 miles which is to be completed by 
June of this year. This includes reduction of grades. Next 
is a little more than 40 miles between Wallsend and Harlan, 
Ky., upon which work was started in November last, the 
purpose of this improvement being to facilitate the movement 
of the increasing coal traffic; the construction now in progress 
on this second track is between Acosta and Cardinal. A 
fourth piece of work that is to be done is from Fort Estill 
Junction to Conway, Ky., 18% miles, this also including re 
duction of grades and the construction of a new tunnel, these 
improvements being necessary for the proper handling of the 
heavy northbound coal traffic. 


It is also expected to complete this year and next the filling 
in of two bridges at Muldraugh’s Hill, Ky., and the recon- 
struction of a bridge near Lebanon Junction, Ky., for laying 
double track thereon. These jobs are part of a plan for 
strengthening bridges between Louisville and Nashville so as 
to permit when necessary, the use of heavier locomotives to 
haul larger trains. The bridge over the Ohio River between 
Cincinnati and Newport is also being strengthened for the 
passage of heavier engines and this also is to be finished before 
the end of this year. 

It is expected that the large bridge at Rigolets, La., will 
be completed in about a year from the present time so that 
traffic can move over it, but it is probable that further work 
will have to be done after that on the embankment ap- 
proaches to the bridge because of settlement of the em- 
bankments in the marsh. Including the east and west ap- 
proaches the improvement at Rigolets is about two and a 
third miles long, the bridge, consisting of eight 330 foot 
through truss fixed spans and one 414 foot through truss 
draw span—being 3054 feet long, the east approach, 4894 
feet, including 1246 feet of trestle; and the west approach 
4443 feet, including 254 feet of trestle. 

Work has begun upon the erection of a new passenger sta- 
tion at Bowling Green, Ky., and it is expected to be completed 
this year, including the track work which is already under 
way. 

Automatic block signals are being installed between Mobile 
and Montgomery, Ala., 177 miles and they are expected to be 
ready for use by October. Installation of similar signals has 
also been authorized between Louisville, Ky., and Montfort, 
Tenn., about 173 miles. 

Concerning the installation of automatic train control de- 
vices between Corbin, Ky., and Etowah, Tenn., 165 miles, 
which was ordered by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in 1922 to be completed by January 1 next, the report says: 
“Notwithstanding the belief that the present development of 
the art of automatic train control has not advanced sufficiently 
to warrant the issuance of orders involving heavy expendi- 
tures, the company has contracted for the installation of 
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such devices between the points indicated.” It is noted, how- 
ever, that this company and other carriers receiving similar 
orders have asked the Commission for an extension of time 
to January, 1926 to finish the work. Besides, they have asked 
that the order of January 14 of this year, which requires ad- 
ditional work, be annulled. 


In the matter of new equipment the company received last 
year 50 locomotives and 3000 freight cars, 200 of the latter 
being for carrying coal, and in addition to this rolling stock 
there have also been ordered 36 locomotives, 51 passenger 
train cars and 2300 coal ears, deliveries on which contracts 
are now being completed, all to be in service by May 1. 

Furthermore, although this is not mentioned in the report— 
the company has lately ordered more locomotives, more pas- 
senger cars, and several thousand freight cars all to be de- 
livered later this year. 

The income account shows for 192 that the railway operat- 
ing revenues were $136,375,672; railway operating expenses, 
$109,865,090; net revenue from railway operations, $26,510,- 
582: net railway operating revenue after taxes, rentals, etc., 
$20,673,143; and net income, $13,498,934. 


The number of passengers carried rose from our 12,831,000 
in 1922 to over 15,280,000 in 1923; the number of tons of 
freight carried rose from over 43,313,000 in 1922 to over 50,- 
502.000 in 1928. 


New Equipment, Etc. 

Florida East Coast Railway’s order for 25 locomotives 
from the American Locomotive Co., will be filled at the Rich- 
mond works. The order includes 25 Mountain type and 5 
switching type engines. 

Chesapeake & Ohio Railway is reported in the market for 
100 heavy Mikado type locomotives. 

Southern Pacific Railway has ordered for delivery this 
year and next 63,000 tons of rails from the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron & Railroad Co.:; 60.745 tons from the Colorado Fuel & 
Iron Co., and 7500 tons from the Inland Steel Co., all these 
orders being in gross tons. 

Chicago, Burlington & Quincey Railroad has, it is reported, 
ordered the following: 1000 stock ears from the Streator 
Car Company: 6 combination baggage and mail cars from 
the American Car & Foundry Co. 

New passenger equipment is ordered by the Santa Fe 
system as follows: 10 postal cars, 10 smoking cars, 10 chair 
cars, 10 standard passenger cars and 10 three compartment 
cars from the Pullman Company. 

Chicago Rock Island & Pacific Railway has ordered the 
following: 10 Mountain type locomotives from the American 
Locomotive Co., 8 dining cars and 5 buffet baggage cars from 
the Pullman Company. 

Gulf, Mobile & Northern Railway is reported to have 
ordered 2 Model No. 55, gasoline cars from the J. G. Brill Co. 


New Tracks to Expedite Traffic. 


Washington, D. C., April 14—[Special.]—Extensive track 
construction to expedite traffic will be carried out by the 
Southern Railway Company during the next few months. 
Included in the program are eighty-five separate projects at 
different points on sixteen divisions and altogether about 
thirty miles of new track will be laid, involving an expendi- 
ture of approximately $650,000. Ten new passing tracks, 
each more than half a mile long, will be constructed and 
forty-four existing passing tracks will be extended. Short 
double track connections will be made at Harriman, Tenn., 
and Loyall, Ala., new yard tracks will be put in at Charlotte, 
N. C., and Princeton, Ind., and house, team and storage tracks 
will be added and extended and new ways and crossovers 
put in at different points. 


SEABOARD TO LEASE NEW FLORIDA LINE. 


President S. Davies Warfield Points Out the Great 
Advantages to the State by the Proposed 
Construction. 

Announcement of the relations which will exist between 
the proposed Florida Western & Northern Railroad, which is 
to be built from Coleman to West Palm Beach, and the Sea- 
board Air Line, with which it will connect at Coleman, was 
made last week at Washington when these two lines filed 
their replies to the inquiries of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. As previously reported in the MANUFACTURERS REC- 
orD as being altogether probable, the new line will be leased 
and operated by the Seaboard Air Line Railway Company 
as an extension of its system into and through the rapidly 
developing territory of central Florida, and it will provide a 
short cross state route between Tampa and West Palm Beach, 
besides making a direct through route to the North, the East 
and the West via the Seaboard Air Line System and its con- 
nections. 

S. Davies Warfield, President of the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway, authorized the following statement in connection 
with the new railroad: 


“The construction of the Florida Western & Northern 
Railroad will form an important connection and extension cf 
the Seaboard Air Line Railway. The new line will be leased 
by the Seaboard. ; 

“Only those familiar with the exceptional development 
in Florida now under way can realize the necessity for the 
additional facilities proposed. Even before the European 
war the Seaboard Air Line desired to find the means to sup- 
ply central Florida with a way out to the two coasts of 
Florida, combining through-line railroad service to points 
East and in the West. The public interest in the undertak- 
ing; its extraordinary inducements as a great piece of con- 
structive work, and the remarkable territory traversed are 
impressive to those knowing the facts. 


“The central Florida ridge territory—the highest altitude 
in the State—which stretches out toward the East and West 
coasts and is to be penetrated by this new line, is the most 
unique and prolific section of any country known to me. 


“The three ridge section counties have approximately 85,- 
000 acres of orange and grape fruit groves, with nearly 5,000,- 
000 trees—about thirty-five percent of the total acreage of 
citrus fruits in the entire state. In addition, heavy vegetabl= 
and other traffic originates in this territory. Through-line 
service will be given to quickly transport the perishable 
products to Eastern and Western markets. The groves now 
planted in this territory are now less than twenty-five per- 
cent in bearing. With seventy-five percent increase in out- 
put from this section alone in from one to three years when 
in full bearing, the problems of quick transportation and 
distribution to adequate markets become the duty of the rail- 
roads to solve. There will also be the increase in related 
enterprises in that section and throughout the State. The 
residential development there is remarkable and demands 
increased passenger through-line service. Three-quarters of 
a million travelers and tourists now visit Florida annually. 
The increase to be cared for in the next several years must 
be provided for. 

“The new railroad construction will be approximately 225 
miles all told, laid with 100 lb. rail, less than three-tenths 
of one percent grade and two degrees curvature. The dis- 
tance via the new line and the Seaboard connection between 
Tampa on the West coast and West Palm Beach on the East 
coast will be approximately 180 miles. A six hour schedule 
between these points will be provided, with three hours 
from the central section to either coast, and slightly added 
time to St. Petersburg, Belleair and other West coast points.” 

In answer to the opposition of the Atlantic Coast Line and 
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Florida East Coast Railway toward the new construction as 
set forth in the replies made by these two railroads to the 
Commission’s questionnaire to the effect that the new line 
is “unjustified” and that its “construction is unwarranted,” 
Mr. Warfield said: 

“The Seaboard Air Line has been an important factor iu 
Southern development. The opposition revealed in the re- 
plies made by certain railroads to the questions directed to 
them by the Commission was not unexpected, though un- 
fortunate, for eventually both complaining railroads will be 
benefited through the increased development of the state. 
To deny to the state of Florida the facilities mentioned 
would be a backward step in that state’s development. Of 
Florida’s 35,000,000 acres capable of development, only eight 
percent is now developed. The Everglades of Florida alone 
contain 4,000,000 acres of the richest soil known; under full 
cultivation it could nearly feed the nation. Over $10,000,000 
has been spent in draining the Everglades, now fast approch- 
ing condition for development. 

“The South’s hundreds of millions of undeveloped acreage 
can be brought into use only by railroad co-operation, forth- 
coming if the railroads are permitted to liye. The agitation 
now starting in Congress aimed at amendments to the Trans- 
portation Act, if successful, must retard Southern develop- 
ment. Furthermore, the problem of the South is one of 
expansion of railroad facilities by extension, not curtailment 
by consolidation into a few great systems.” 


Contract for Freight Yard at Caswell, Tenn. 

A contract for the construction of the Caswell freight yards 
near Knoxville, Tennessee, for the Southern Railway has been 
awarded to the Foundation Company of New York City, ac- 
cording to announcement at Knoxville. The estimated cost 
of the work is about $1,500,000. 

Caswell is 614 miles east of Knoxville on the line to Ashe- 
ville, N. C., and in addition to about 30 miles of yard tracks 
there will be built a roundhouse, repair shops, refrigeration 
plant and warehouses, 

The company will also build a proposed short line known 
as the Coster eut-off which has been contemplated for several 
years and for which contract is expected to be let soon. It will 
be a little more than 3 miles long and will be all double track 
from a point near the Southern Railway’s shops to a point 
near Chilhowee Park. Over it will be routed through freight 
trains so as to avoid smoke nuisance and congestion in the 
present yards in the city. 

About 1000 acres of land have been acquired at Caswell, a 
large part of which will be immediately used for the proposed 
freight yards. 


United Railways of Baltimore Report. 

The annual report of the United Railways & Electric Com- 
pany of Baltimore for the year 1923 shows total operating 
revenues, $16,461,798; operating expenses and taxes, $11,599,- 
647; operating income, $4,862,150; gross income, $5,022.179; 
net income, $1,799.356, after fixed interest on mortgage bonds 
and rentals, ($2,155,374), and other deductions, ($1,067,448) ; 
gross surplus after dividends paid, $980,908 ; balance to credit 
of profit and loss after reserve for depreciation, $157,818. 
Operating revenues showed an increase of $339,206 over 1922; 
operating expenses an increase of $176,320; and operating 
expenses, depreciation and taxes altogether an increase of 
$253,103. The ratio of operating expenses depreciation and 
taxes to operating revenues was 75.46 per cent; in 1922, it 
was 75.48 per cent. 


Blue Ridge Railway is reported to have ordered 2 motor 
ears and the Yadkin Railroad 1 motor car, from the Edwards 
Railway Motor Car Co., Sanford, N. C. 


Georgia Railway & Power Company Shows Steady 


Progress. 

The annual report of the Georgia Railway & Power Com- 
pany for the year 1923 says that it is expected work will be 
completed next fall on the Terrora or Mathis-Tallulah devel- 
opment, construction of which was begun last July. This de- 
velopment will utilize the fall of 190 feet between the eleva- 
tion of the Mathis reservoir and the Tallulah reservoir on 
the Tallulah River in Rabun County, Georgia, and it involves 
the construction of a tunnel a mile long from the Mathis dam 
and a penstock half a mile long to a power house to be erected 
at the head of the Tallulah reservoir, in which building there 
will be installed two water wheels of 15,000 horsepower each 
together with their electrical generating equipment of 20,000 
kilowatts. This plant will have the benefit of the Burton and 
the Mathis storage reservoirs and it is estimated that the 
average annual output will be 63,800,000 kilowatt hours. 


Construction was also started last year on the Yonah or 
Ralston development, which involves the building of a dam 
and a power house on the Tugalo River 3% miles below the 
Tugalo dam. This new dam will be 75 feet high and 900 feet 
long and the generating equipment of the power house will 
consist of three units with an aggregate capacity of 25,000 
kilowatts and an estimated annual output of 75,000,0v0 kilo- 
watt hours. 


During the year the company spent more than $4,737,000 
on water power developments and on transmission and dis- 
tributing lines that were necessitated by this enlarged water 
power program. 

On December 31, 1923 the company operated a total of 

street railway lines 244 miles long, not including second 
tracks, side tracks, ete. It ordered during the year twenty 
electric double-end prepayment cars seating 48 passengers 
each, their total cost being $274,637. Practically all, if not 
quite all of these have been received. The total number of 
passengers carried during the year on this city and suburban 
system was 95,357,117 as compared with 92,172,664 in 1922. 
In addition to this total there were carried on the Stone 
Mountain line 654,014 passengers as compared with 557.274 
during the preceding year and on the Atlanta Northern Rail- 
way between Atlanta and Marietta, Georgia, 1,218,097 pas- 
sengers were carried in 1923 as compared with 1,131,278 in 
1922. The total number of light and power customers at the 
end of last year was 44,240, an increase of 6339 during the 
year. : 
The income statement for the year shows: Operating reve- 
nues, $16,006,928.90; operating expenses, $10,195,923.90; net 
operating revenue, $5,811,005.00. After payment of taxes, 
rentals and interest, there was left for the result of the year’s 
operations, $2,486,238.34, from which deductions were made 
for sinking funds, leaving a final net of $2,177,905.74. 


Virginia Railway & Power to Spend $1,000,000. 

The Virginia Railway & Power Company, operating lines 
in Richmond, Petersburg, Norfolk and Portsmouth, and also 
the interurban line between Richmond and Petersburg, had 
gross earnings from operation last year amounting to $10,508,- 
608, according to the annual report, which says this was an 
increase of $995,512 or about 101%4 per cent as compared with 
1922. Operating expenses increased $455,205 or about 6% 
per cent. Gross income from all sources was $3,566,365, an 
increase of $542,304; and surplus for the year, was $1,163,294, 
an increase of $266,226. The total capital assets of the 
company are more than $50,000,000. 

In the light and power department more than $1,000,000 
has been authorized to be spent in 1924 for additional 
facilities.

These delegates are from Argentina, Chile, Uruguay, and 
Salvador, four of the twenty nations to be represented on 
the tour. 

From Argentina the delegates are Senor Juan Augustin 
Valle and Senor Roberto Kurtz, both leading figures in the 
development of the highway program of that country. A 
third Argentinian delegate is yet to be chosen. Senor Valle 
is a civil engineer of wide reputation, now charged with the 
development of highways in the northern zone of Argentina. 
He is a technical writer, Secretary of the Centro Ingenieros, 
and comes with the endorsement of the national director 
general of bridges and roads. Senor Kurtz is a former chief 
of the section of highways, national department of roads. 
He represented the Touring Club of Argentina at the Inter- 
national Roads Congresses in Spain last year, and at other 
road conferences. 

The Chilean delegation will consist of Senores Fermin 
Leon Martinez, Hector Virgil Olate and Santiago Marin 
Vicuna. Senor Martinez is chief engineer of the Province 
of Valparaiso, and an enthusiastic advocate of improved 
highways. He has to his credit the construction of many 
important highways in Chile, and is closely identified with 
the automobile association. Senor Olate is secretary of the 
Valparaiso Automobile Association, is a contributor to road 
betterment funds in that country, and publisher of the 
magazine “Touring and Roads.” Senor Marin Vicuna is 
a civil engineer of wide reputation, and has been instrumental 
in furthering important road legislation in Chile. <A fluent 
speaker and writer, he was technical adviser of the Chilean 
Government at the last Pan-American conference. 

Uruguay will be represented by Dr. Donato Gaminara, 
dean of the engineering schdol, University of Montevideo, 
and a man of wide influence and engineering experience. 
His colleague from Uruguay will be Austin Maggi, chief 
of the Section of Roads, who comes with the endorsement of 
the minister of public works. 

Manuel Lopez Harrison, a distinguished leader in high- 
way affairs in Salvador, will represent that country on the 
tour in this country. 

Nations from which delegates are yet to be reported include 
Bolivia, Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Mexico, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Paraguay, Peru and Venezuela. 

The delegates from these countries will be known as the 
Pan-American Highway Commission. According to present 
plans the representatives will arrive in the United States 
about the first of June. They will proceed to Washington, 
where the commission will be organized by officials of the 
Board and after a brief period of entertainment proceed at 
once to make an intensive field study of highway conditions 
in the United States. 

The itinerary of the commission has not yet been definitely 
settled upon. It will be announced presently. States to be 
visited will be chosen where the climatic, soil, topographic 
and financial characteristics as closely approximate Latin; 
American conditions as possible, and where, too, the com- 
mission will have an opportunity to study the most approved 
highway engineering systems in the United States. 

The tour will extend over the greater part of June, and 
the commission will cover several thousand miles by auto- 


mobile and rail. In this project the Board has the coopera- 
tion of the leaders in highway education, highway transport 
and highway engineering in this country, and the national 
organizations concerned in highway improvement both here 
and in the countries to the south. 


Recognized Types of Vitrified Paving Brick Reduced 
from Six to Five. 

The recognized types and sizes of vitrified paving brick 
were reduced from six to five by the Permanent Committee 
on Simplification of Varieties and Standards of Vitrified 
Paving Brick of the Department of Commerce at its regular 
annual meeting held recently in Washington. 

The first conference was held in November, 1921, and 
three subsequent annual meetings have resulted in the 
establishment of the now recognized types. Originally the 
types and sizes numbered 66. It has been decided that any 
variety of brick which shows less than 2.5 per cent of total 
shipments for three consecutive years be eliminated and 
that any variety of brick which shows 5 or more per cent of 
the shipments for three successive years be again listed 
unless ‘special technical or other reasons show that such 
action is undesirable; provided that the recognized types 
and sizes shall represent not less than 75 per cent of pro- 
duction. 

As the list now stands the only type manufactured gener- 
ally that is not included is the “hillwide variety,” used very 
largely in hilly sections of the county, and put into a 
“special” class at a meeting held March, 1923. 

Shipments in the industry have mounted steadily since 
1918, when due to the war, they dropped to 235,857,000 
bricks. In 1921 they increased to 392,412,000, and last year 
reached the high figure of 453,864,000. 


$430,000 for Roads and Bridges in Two Alabama 
Counties. 


Montgomery, Ala.—Contracts have been awarded by the 
State Highway Department here for the construction of two 
road projects in Clay and Henry counties aggregating more 
than 35 miles, including bridges, at a total of $481,403. For 
grading, draining and top soil surface on 14.293 miles in 
Clay County from Lineville to the Cleburne County line, 
Nixon & Phillips of Lineville, were awarded contract at 
$219,145, also contract at $57,631 for bridges on this project. 

M. M. Bentley of Brantley, Ala., was awarded contract at 
$129,483 for 20.921 miles of sand clay and gravel road in 
Henry County, while J. R. and J. B. Miller of Baconton, 
Ga., received contract at $25,144 for bridges. 


Two Viaduct Contracts to Cost $385,000. 

Columbus, Ga.—Two contracts have been awarded by the 
Central of Georgia Railway Co., C. K. Lawrence, chief 
engineer, Savannah, for the construction of the Thirteenth 
street viaduct in this city, cost of which is estimated at 
$385,000. Davis Construction Co., of Atlanta, was awarded 
the main contract at about $250,000, and the Virginia Bridge 
& Iron Co., of Roanoke, contract for steel spans, at $85,000. 

Cement, sand and gravel valued at $50,000, will be supplied 
by the railroad company. Of the amount involved, it is stated 
that the city will pay about $15,000 for paving. 


Harrison County Court, Clarksburg, W. Va., receives bids 
until May 5, for grading and placing drainage structure on 
three sections of road, aggregating four miles in length, and 
for the construction of a bridge over Ten Mile Creek. Plans 
and specifications may be seen at the office of the county 
road engineer at Clarksburg. 
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$1,000,000 Blanket Mill for Houston—Work to 
Start Soon on $500,000 Unit. 

Work is soon to begin at Houston, Texas, on a $1,000,000 
blanket mill, the enterprise having been promoted by the 
Chamber of Commerce, which wires the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp that local capital is joining with W. A. Mitchell of 
Lowell, Mass., in the organization of a company to con- 
struct and operate the mill. J. E. Sirrine & Co. of Green- 
ville, S. C., have been engaged as engineers, and bids are 
now being received on machinery and building material. 

A site of 114 acres in the north end of Houston has been 
purchased and spur tracks will be constructed. The first 
unit, estimated to cost $500,000, will be 133 by 400 feet con- 
crete construction. Two hundred and twenty-five broad looms 
will be installed. In addition to the main building, there 
will be a dyeing plant, mill village and other facilities. It is 
stated that approximately 400 operatives will be employed. 


O-Cedar Mills Installing Equipment and Changing to 
Individual Motor Drive. 

Outlining a number of improvements under way at their 
plant, the O-Cedar Mills, Inc. of Covington, Tenn., advise 
the MANUFACTURERS RecorD that they are installing 37 new 
cards manufactured by the Saco-Lowell Shops of Boston, 
five slubbers and one Saco-Lowell spooler, all of which is 
special equipment for the manufacture of O-Cedar yarns. 

The company has also started changing all machinery in 
the mill to individual motor drive, using Westinghouse equip- 
ment. No new buildings are being erected. 

The O-Cedar Mills, Inc. are a subsidiary of the Channell 
Chemical Co. of Chicago. 


Charlotte Interests Buy Bearskin Cotton Mills. 

Monroe, N. C.—Charlotte interests, including W. H. Belk, 
R. H. Johnston, C. W. Johnston and others, have purchased 
the Bearskin Cotton Mills here for a reported consideration 
of $122,600. A new company will be incorporated to be known 
as the Monroe Mills Co., capitalized at $125,000, for the pur- 
pose of operating the plant. 

In addition to the mill, which is equipped with 5000 ring 
spindles for the production of knitting and tire fabric yarns, 
cones and tubes, the transfer will also include a mill village 
of modern cottages. 





May Build $200,000 Cotton-Silk Underwear Plant. 

El Paso, Tex.—E. W. Kayser and R. W. McAfee of the new 
industries committee of the Chamber of Commerce, in c0-op- 
eration with Adolph Schwartz, are endeavoring to work out 
details for locating a $200,000 cotton-silk underwear factory 
which M. Cohen of Brooklyn, N. Y., contemplates establishing 
here. It is understood that Mr. Cohen’s proposition to build 
the factory is conditional on the sale of a sufficient amount 
of preferred stock in the new enterprise to El Paso interests. 


Improvements at Steele’s Mills. 

Rockingham, N. C.—Contract has been awarded by Steele’s 
Mills here, John W. Porter, president and treasurer, to T. 
C. Thompson & Bros. of Charlotte, for a number of improve- 
ments, including warehouse and opener room, new slasher 
room and supply building and new boiler plant. Robert & 
Co., Inc., Atlanta, are the architects and engineers. 

These mills are equipped with 35,796 ring spindles and 
866 looms for the production of print cloths, pajama checks 
and wide sheetings. 


New England Firm to Establish Shoe Lace Plant 

at Louisville. 

Louisville, Ky.—According to an announcement here by 
the Louisville Industrial Foundation, the L. & R. Company - 
of Providence, R. I., will establish a shoe lace factory at 
Louisville, to employ 50 operatives. Four hundred braiders 
will be operated, having an annual capacity of 30,000,000 
laces. The new company will be capitalized at $60,000 and 
plans to begin operations by July 15. 

Reasons ascribed for coming to Louisville, among others, 
are that the location is in close proximity to raw material 
and markets and there is an abundance of female labor 
which may readily be trained for textile work. 


To Build $250,000 Compress and Fumigating Plant. 

El Paso, Tex.—Plans are being considered by the New- 
burger Cotton Co., Inc., Joseph Newburger, president, of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., for the construction of a $250,000 cotton com- 
press and fumigating plant here. It is expected that the 
selection of a site will soon be made. 

It is the purpose of the company to establish a cotton com- 
mission warehouse also, to be in charge of L. J. Ivey of the 
Ivey-Dale interests of El] Paso. 


Cotton Mill Organized With $250,000 Capital. 

Pageland, S. C.—Organization has been effected here of the 
Pageland Cotton Mill with a capital steck of $250,000, for 
the purpose of building and operating a 6000-spindle plant. 
It is stated that work on the mill buildings and village 
will be started as soon as arrangements can be made, and 
that machinery has already been purchased. J. O. Taylor is 
president of the new: company. 


To Build Tapestry Mill at McComb. 


McComb, Miss—It is announced that ground will be 
broken at once for the proposed tapestry mill to be erected 
here by A. K. Landau of Magnolia, and W. K. Landau of 
New York. The new enterprise contemplates the manu- 
facture of finished fabrics in colors, employing from 60 to 
75 operatives. Operations are expected to begin August 1. 


Purchses Daniel Morgan Mills. 

Cowpens, 8S. C.—On a bid of $17,500, R. H. Moore of this 
city has purchased the Daniel Morgan Mills near Cowpens, 
the plant being sold by an order of court. The purchase 
includes a mill building equipped with 30 looms, several 
tenant houses and ten acres of ground. Products of the mill 
consist of plain and fancy bed spreads and table cloths. 





Alebama Power Company Increases Capital Stock by 
$30,000,000. 

Gadsden, Ala.—A certificate for record has been filed 
here by the Alabama Power Co., of Birmingham, indicating 
that the company has increased its authorized capital stock 
by 300,000 shares of preferred stock without nominal or par 
value, which means an increase of $30,000,000 in the stock 
of the company. This increase, it is said, was authorized 
at a meeting of the directors in February, the consent of a 
majority of the stockholders having been subsequently 
obtained. 

According to information, much of the new issue will be 
sold to Alabama investors who already hold securities of 
the company, and proceeds will be used to carry on important 
projects under way in Alabama. With this increase, it 
is stated that the authorized capital stock of the company 
now aggregates 400,000 shares of common and 400,000 shares 
of preferred. 
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LUMBER AND BUILDING MATERIALS 


The National Lumber Movement. 

Washington, April 10—With 3868 of the larger commercial 
sawmills of the country making comparable weekly reports 
for last week, says the National Lumber Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation, production and new business showed some decrease, 
while shipments were practically the same, compared with 
similar reports of 388 mills for the preceding week. AS com- 
pared with the corresponding week in 1923, there was a slight 
increase in shipments, with decreases in production and new 
business. 

The unfilled orders of 259 Southern Pine and West Coast 
mills were 620,416,106 feet as against 659,543,440 for 262 miils 
the week before. Separately, the Southern Pine group, 134 
mills, enc unfilled orders as 247,289,175 feet compared 
with 254,942,625 the previous week; 125 West Coast mills had 
unfilled overs amounting to 373,126,931 feet as against 404,- 
600,815 for 127 mills a week earlier. 

Altogether the 36S mills had shipments of 108 per cent and 
orders of 87 per cent of actual production. For the Southern 
Pine mills these percentages were respectively 99 and 89 per 
cent thereof. 

Of the comparably reporting mills 349, (having a normal 
production for the week of 218,482,976 feet), reported produc- 
tion 101 per cent of normal, shipments 105 per cent, and 
orders 89 per cent thereof.

The mills of the California White and Sugar Pine Associa- 
tion make weekly reports, but they are not comparable in 
respect to orders with those of other mills. Consequently, 


the former are not represented of the foregoing 
figures. 

The Southern Pine Association reports from New Orleans 
that of the 86 mills reporting running time 67:were on full 
time, including 7 reporting overtime, 3 were shut down, and 
the rest operated from one to five days. For 134 mills ship- 
ments were 0.87 per cent below actual production, current 
orders 11.06 per cent below actual production, and 10.28 per 
cent below shipments. 

Telegraphic reports from New Orleans show that the South- 
ern Pine mills made slight increase in new business over the 
corresponding week of last year, with shipments about the 
same, and an increase of 6,000,000 feet in production. 

The Western Pine Manufacturers Association mills, accord- 
ing to reports from Portland, Oregon, show a falling off in new 
business and shipments, with production about the same as 
last year, and three fewer mills reporting. 

Likewise, the California Redwood Association reports from 
San Franciseo, a decrease of 850,000 feet in orders, a slight 
decrease in shipments, and in production under last year. 

The North Carolina Pine Association from Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, reports for 40 mills an increase of 4,000,000 feet in 
orders, 4,400,000 feet in shipments, and 4,300,000 feet in pro- 
duction, as compared with the record of 31 mills last year. 

The Northern Hemlock and Hardwood Association of Osh- 
kosh, Wisconsin, reports considerable decreases of total hard- 
woods and softwoods in all three items aS compared with 
reports of 6 more mills last year. 

The Northern Pine Manufacturers Association of Min- 
neapolis, reports a slight gain in orders, shipments, and pro- 
duction over the corresponding week of last year. 

The West Coast Lumbermen’s Association wires from 
Seattle that the production of 125 mills for the week ending 
April 5 was 10 per cent above normal, while new business 
was 5 per cent below production and shipments 21 per cent 
above new business.

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from the state forest nursery at the University of Virginia. 
According to Chapin Jones, state forester, the demand this 
spring has exceeded the supply by about 5000. 

Of shipments being made, about 4500 of the trees will be 
planted on school and other public grounds, while the re- 
mainder will be used for reforestation. Trees available this 
year include white pine, Scotch pine, loblolly pine, short 
leaf pine, Norway spruce, Japanese larch, Douglas fir, bald 
cypress, black locust and white ash, with small quantities 
of black walnut, tulip poplar and red oak.

Single Stage Pump for Fire Protection. 

A new centrifugal pump for fire protection, and built 
according to underwriters’ specifications, is shown in the 
suecompanying picture, the use of single stage pumps for 
fire purposes having been covered by recent changes in 
these requirements. The pump is built by the Allis-Chalmers 
Manufacturing Company, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

Centrifugal pumps have been used for some time for fire 
protection purposes but of the multistage type. There are 
four sizes permitted under the underwriters’ specifications 
and ordinarily sold with respective capacities of 500, 750, 
1000 and 1500 gallons per minute, against 100 pounds pressure.

IMPROVED POWERFUL SINGLE STAGE PUMP 


These fire pumps were the first of the multistage type, it is 
remarked, to run at a speed of 1150 revolutions per minute. 
Later the specifications were modified so that multistage 
pumps running at 1800 revolutions per minute could be fur- 
nished, and the last change in the specifications permits the 
use of single stage pumps. 

The company has built for some years a special high head 
type of single stage pump which has been used satisfactorily 
for heads as high as 300 feet and by making a few changes in 
the details of this pump the builders are able to produce 
pumps of this type in accordance with the underwriters’ 
requirements. This ability to turn out single stage pumps 
which are acceptable under the specifications makes avail- 
able for fire protection what is described as the simplest 
type of equipment possible, absolutely reliable and providing 
adequate protection at a cost less than when using the 
multistage type of pump. 


Big Electric Traveling Crane. 

A large, electrically operated traveling crane in use by the 
Birmingham Sand & Gravel Company of Detroit, Michigan, 
is illustrated herewith. It was developed and erected by the 
MeMyler-Interstate Company, of Cleveland, Ohio, to handle 
materials at this plant with unusual rapidity, the sand and 


gravel company being confronted with the problem of un- 
loading cargoes of sand and gravel in minimum time and in 
moving the material from the dock into the adjacent storage 
yard so that the dock could be cleared to receive cargoes 
from other vessels. 

This crane has a working radius of ninety feet and it 
handles a clam shell bucket having a capacity of four cubic 
vards. Under normal conditions the crane makes at least two 


trips a minute swinging to an angle of 105 degrees and return. 
The hoisting speed with maximum load is two hundred feet 
per minute. 


The machine is designed to travel on a track

of 20-foot gauge, either straight or with curves, with a mini- 
mum radius of ninety feet. The wheel base is 21 feet. The 
arrangement of the operating mechanism is such that any or 
all functions of the crane may be performed either singly or 
simultaneously. 

In the same picture is shown a MeMyler-Interstate No. 2 
steam operated convertible crawler crane, equipped with a 
forty-foot boom and a two line three-quarter cubie yard clam 
shell bucket. This machine is used for rehandling materials 
as well as for loading into hoppers and trucks. It is also 
employed for reclaiming materials at the edges of storage 
piles that are beyond the reach of the large cranes.

Slag Demand Increasing—New Gravel Plant. 

Increasing use throughout the South of 
scientifically prepared basic slag fn concrete 
and general road construction is reported by 
the Birmingham Slag Company, Birmingham, 
Alabama. Last year this corporation shipped 
nearly 26,000 cars of this product from its 
plants at Ensley and Alabama City and more 
than 1,000,000 tons of it went into southern 
eonstruction jobs, principally roads and 
bridges. The company is now shipping more 
than 6000 tons of ‘basic slag daily, which is 
going to six of the southeastern states for use 
in reinforced concrete work and as road 
metal in various types of good roads and 
pavements, both for wearing surface as well 
as base construction. It is noted that al- 
though only a dozen years ago blast furnace 
slag was seldom if ever specified in this part 
of the country as a permissible aggregate in 
such work it is today included in practically 
all specifications on a parity with other coarse 





aggregates. Laboratory and field tests cov- 
ered in government reports show that it ranks 
very high in both compression and tensile 
strength. In this connection it is important 
to note that the Montgomery Gravel Com- 
pany, established by officials of the Birming- 
ham Slag Company, recently completed its 
large plant eat Arrowhead, near Montgomery, 
Ala., and it is now operating. Its capacity is 
4000 tons a day of washed and screened sand 
and gravel, It is electrically operated through- 
out. This company has offices in the Shep- 
herd Building at Montgomery. 


General Electric Report 1923. 

The 32nd annual report of the General 
Electric Company which covers the year 1923 
is signed by Owen D. Young, chairman, and 
Gerard Swope, president. It says that orders 
received during the year totaled $304,199,- 
746, an increase of 25 per cent as compared 
with orders received during 1922. Unfilled 
orders at the end of the year totaled $87,- 
112,000 as compared with $76,200,000 at the 
end of 1922. Net sales billed amounted to 
$271,309,695 for 1923 as compared with 
$200,194,294 for 1922. Net income from sales 
was $29,655,746 as compared with $22,736,281 
and total income $38,001,528 as compared 
with $30,794,966. Surplus in excess of cash 
dividends for 1923 was $18,579,423 ; for 1922, 
$12,157,391. 


Mammoth Turbine Generator. 


A huge electric generator, which is termed 
by its manufacturers “the largest turbine- 
driven generator ever built,” was recently 
completed at the East Pittsburgh, Pa., 
works of the Westinghouse Electric & Manu- 
facturing Company and shipped to the pur- 
chaser, the Brooklyn Edison Company, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y. This machine is a part of 
two 62,500 kv-a, tandem compound turbine- 
generator units ordered by the Brooklyn 
company for its Hudson Ave. station. When 
the motor of this generator was shipped it 
was mounted in a wooden crib that weighed 
15,000 pounds, and then placed on a special 
flat car. Because the load was so heavy 
it was limited to a speed of eight miles an 
hour and it had to be moved over a devious 
route to avoid certain bridges. The stator 
of the generator was built in two parts and 
was not therefore so difficult to transport. 





Big Paper Mill on Pacific Coast. 


Construction of the first unit of a large 
paper mill having a daily capacity of thirty 
tons will begin at Longview, Washington, for 
the Pacific Straw Paper and Board Company, 
as soon as railroad tracks can be laid for mov- 
ing building materials to the site of 15 acres. 
This is on the Cowlitz River front and is also 
advantageously located in other respects. The 
company has $500,000 capitaland headquarters 
are at Longview. There will be a mill build- 
ing 200 by 50 feet, a rotary room, 100 by 50 
feet warehouse and storage room 80 by 40 
feet, besides a fuel building and an engine 
room each 20 by 40 feet and an office 30 by 
40 feet. Yard space can accommodate 100,- 
000 tons of straw on storage. Hogged fuel 
from the manufacturing plant of the Long- 
Bell Lumber Company will be used in the new 
plant. Construction of the lumber plant is 
nearing completion and it is to be operating 
by July. Other important industries at 
Longview are a concrete pipe. company, a 
gravel washing plant, and a concrete brick 
plant. In addition to these industries there 
are 207 other business enterprises. 


Road Forms on a Florida Job. 

Cc. F. Lytle, contractor, Sioux City, Iowa, 
who has a 75-mile job in Florida, ordered 
from the Heltzel Steel Form & Iron Co., War- 
ren, Ohio, 10,000 feet of improved ‘Armor 
Plate,” nine .inech road forms. For three 
years successively Mr, Lytle has bought road 
forms from this company and now has a total 
of more than 32,000 feet of them. Another 
large order was received from the Union 
Paving Company, of Philadelphia, Pa., this 
covering 6000 feet of 8% inch road forms of 
the same type. This latter company during 
the iast four years has bought more than 
43.000 feet of these forms. Since the new 
design of support has been called to the at- 
tention of contractors the Heltzel Company 
report business necessitating a full night force 
so that the factory is now operating twenty- 
four hours a day. 





How a Construction Problem was Solved. 

The recent erection of a 182,000 volt, dou- 
ble circuit, tower line 27 miles long by the 
Public Service Company of Northern Illinois 
ealled for the building of 288 transmission 
towers in 75 working days. The line runs 
from Evanston to Waukegan, Illinois, pursu- 
ing a course off the highways and part of it 
through the Skokie marsh, which made the 
problem of footings for the towers difficult. 
The short time allowed demanded the towers 
be built on the ground and then hoisted into 
position. The solution was worked out by the 
Northwest Engineering Company of Chicago, 
builders of crawlers, cranes, draglines and 
shovels. A 50-foot boom was used in place 
of the standard 40-foot crane boom on a con- 
vertible machine. To this was attached a 
structural steel support or shear leg which 
could be pulled back and hooked to the boom 
when the crane was moving from tower to 
tower. Telescopic legs on the bottom of the 
shear leg took care of inequalities of the 
ground. With this machine it was possible 
to erect towers to an average rate of four a 
day, but on one day the engineers reported 
the erection of fourteen towers. The towers 
were built by two firms and the parts were 
numbered at the factories so that they could 
be readily assembled after being carried to the 
site of the line, which was done by trucks 
or tractors from nearby railroad stations. 
Actual erection of the tower by means of the 
crane required only a few minutes time. 
Caterpillar tractors proved particularly satis- 


factory on the job. John Wynn, construction’ 


foreman, and W. H. Kuntz, district engineer, 
had charge of the work.

Havre de Grace plans to expend $125,000 for sewer exten- 
sions; North East, water system, $125,000; Delmar, sewer 
and drains, $100,000; Manchester, water system, $60,000; 
Hurlock, sewerage system and disposal plant, $60,000; Elli- 
cott, water, $40,000; Leonardtown, water system, $35,000; 
Lonaconing, sewers, $25,000; Hancock, sewers and drains, 
$20,000; Mount Airy, water operation, $15,000; Middletown, 
water works, $10,000; Preston, water works, $10,000; Rock- 
ville, water and sewers, $10,000; Ocean City, streets and 
water, $10,000, and Laurel, water and sewers, $5000. 

Bills on which a referendum is attached affect Salisbury, 
Leonardtown, Delmar, Preston, Lonaconing, Mount Airy, 
Manchester, North East and Baltimore.

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A Question About Municipal Bonds. 
Tignall, Ga., March 15. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

I am enclosing you an editorial from the Dearborn In- 
dependent on “Why Not Issue Money on School Bonds?” 
I wish you would publish it and give us your opinion on the 
subject. as Washington and Wilkes County, Ga., may soon 
vote schoolhouse bonds. 

I read with so much pleasure and delight your editorial 
on different subjects.

The article which Mr. Moss desires us to republish is as 


follows 

Rome, Georgia, is contemplating a loan of $500,000 for the pur- 
pose of securing the money to build new schools, which are said to 
be an absolute necessity, but it feared the taxpayers may not approve 
the project, because of the burden of taxation the interest and sink- 
ing fund requirements would add to an already large budget. 

Recently, The Dearborn Independent stated that such bonds might 
be used by private banking corporations to secure government-issued 
money through the Federal Reserve System, and asked why the 
people themselves ought not have the benefit of direct issue of the 
currency upon deposit of their bonds in the Treasury. 

In response to the editorial, letters came in large numbers from 
every quarter of the Union among them, some denying the truth of 
the inference that school] bonds are accepted by the Treasury as 
security for currency issue. Our critics were apparently not aware 
of the provable truth of our statement. 

The Treasury accepts only certain obligations as security for cur- 
rency issue, but the Federal Reserve Banks may deposit available 
securities ad libitum, draw the money and invest it in any bills it 
desires or loan it to member banks on rediscounted paper. What is 
the difference? 

But Rome, Georgia, needs $500,000. If she issues bonds under 
present laws, they will probably run for 30 years at five per cent. 
This means an annual] interest charge of $25,000, a sinking fund 
item of $16,700, or an annual tax of $41,700, and when the last 
bond is retired Rome, Georgia, will have paid one million, two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars for five hundred thousand dollars’ 


worth of school buildings, which will be ready for demolition by the 
time, if not before, they are paid for. 

The United States of America will provide that $500,000 on the 
basis of commercial paper deposited with it. Its own bonds are 
denied the circulation privilege. State bonds for highway improve- 
ment are not acceptable for deposit, but are utilized indirectly, as 
are county, municipal and other public bonds. Are not all of these 
as good security as are the acceptable commercial papers? And 
could not the people have public improvements at cost if they could 
go to the government direct, instead of being compelled to borrow 
the government's credit from money-brokers? The government re- 
ceives no interest on the notes issued to the Federal Reserve System ; 
it need not from a politica] subdivision. 

Every safeguard in the matter of limitation as to amount or pur- 
pose of bonding now in force would remain, while currency issued 
on them would be retired as fast as the bonds are canceled, avoiding 
all possibility of dangerous inflation. 

Rome, Georgia, needs $500,000 for new schools. Why compel her 
to spend $750,000 for its use, when those who will lend her the 
money get it at cost? 

[However plausible may seem this reasoning the simple 
fact is that it cannot be put into practice and Mr. Moss’ com- 
munities would do well to build their schools and not wait 
upon a theoretical suggestion of a new financial Utopia which 
will doubtless never become a practical reality——Editor 
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Architects for $300,000 Commerce Building.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1923. 








Atlanta, Georgia, January 29, 1924. 


To the Stockholders: 


Statements are hereto attached showing the earnings, ex- 
penses and disbursements for the year 1923, with compara- 
tive figures for the year 1922, of the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company and leased and subsidiary properties, to- 
gether with a statement of the assets and liabilities of the 
Georgia Railway and Power Company as of December 31, 
1923. 

Statements are also attached showing charges to construc- 
tion for additions to the property of the Georgia Railway 
and Power Company for the year 1923, other than construc- 
tion of additional water power developments, which are 
separately referred to. Statements are also attached show- 
ing charges to construction for the year 1923 for additions 
to the property of the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany and the Atlanta Gas Light Company. 

After payment of ‘operating expenses. taxes, rentals and 
interest, the balance of the year’s operations amounted to 
$2,436,238.34, and after the payment of sinking funds, to 
$2,177, 905.74. 

The rentals due under the lease of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company and the Atlanta Gas Light Company 
were duly and’ promptly. paid. 

As part payment, in accordance with the terms of the 
lease, on account of expenditures made for additions and 
betterments to the property of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company during the years 1922 and 1923, and not 
theretofore paid, $1,174,000.00 par value of the Refunding 
and Improvement Mortgage Bonds of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company were issued. $68,000.00 of these bonds 
were used in providing for the 1923 sinking fund require- 
ments of the Refunding and Improvement Mortgage of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, and the balance of 
$1,106,000.00 placed in the treasury, making $2,045,000.00 par 
value of Georgia Railway and Electric Company bonds in 
the treasury on December 31, 1923. 

During the year 1923, pursuant to orders of the Georgia 
Public Service Commission, the Atlanta Gas Light Company 
issued under its Refunding and Improvement Mortgage dated 
October: 1, 1920, $265,000.00 par value Refunding and Im- 
provement Mortgage Sinking Fund Gold Bonds. These bonds 
were issued on account of expenditures made for additions 
and betterments to the property of the Atlanta Gas Light 
Company during the twelve months ended December 31, 1922, 
and the six months ended June 30, 1923. The Bonds so 
issued, together with $1,008,000 Refunding and Improvement 
Mortgage Bonds in the treasury, were turned over to the 
Georgia Railway and Power Company as part payment in 
accordance with the terms of the lease on account of ex- 
penditures for additions and betterments to the property of 
the Atlanta Gas Light Company. 

Of the $1,268,000 Refunding and Improvement Mortgage 
Bonds so received from the Atlanta Gas Light Company, 
$21,000 were used in taking care of the 1923 sinking fund 
requirements of the Refunding and Improvement Mortgage 
of the Atlanta Gas Light Company, and the balance of 
$1,247,000 par value sold and the proceeds placed in the treas- 
ury of the Georgia Railway and Power Company to be used or 
applied only for the acquisition or construction of new and 
additional property or reimbursing the Company for expendi- 
tures already made for new construction. 

Pursuant to the provisions of the General Mortgage of 
Georgia Railway and Power Company dated November 1, 1921, 
and to an order of the Georgia Public Service Commission 
dated April 24, 1923, the Company issued during the vear 
$5,000,000.00 25-year 6% General Mortgage Gold Bonds, Series 
of 1923, secured by general mortgage on the property of the 
Company. subject to the First and Refunding Mortgage dated 
April 1, 1914, and the mortgage of the Atlanta Water and 
Electric Power Company, and also secured by a deposit with 
the Trustee of $3,000,000.00 par value First and Refunding 
Mortgage 5% Bonds. Inasmuch as bonds can only be issued 
under the General Mortgage to the extent that First and 
Refunding Mortgage Bonds are deposited with the Trustee 
of the General Mortgage as collateral, the issuance and sale 
of these $3,000,000.00 25-year 6% General Mortgage Gold 





Bonds, Series of 1923, did not increase the bonded debt of 
the Company. 

This issue of $3,000,000.00 25-year 6% General Mortgage 
Bonds was sold and the proceeds, namely, $2,775,000.00 de- 


posited with the Trustee to be applied exclusively toward . 


paying for the construction of the Terrora, or Mathis-Tallu- 
lah, Development, and the Yonah, or Ralston, Development, 
and other items of new construction necessary for the trans- 
mission, distribution and delivery of electrical energy, all as 
authorized by the Georgia Public Service Commission. 

Pursuant to authorization of the stockholders of the Com- 
pany as contained in resolution adopted at a special meeting 
of the stockholders on December 28, 1923, the Company has 
since January 1, 1924, issued $1,400,000.00 First Preferred 
Cumulative Stock, Series of 1924. This stock has been sold 
for cash at par and the proceeds placed in the treasury of 
the Company to be used or applied only for the acquisition 
or construction of new and additional property or reim- 
bursing the Company for expenditures already made for new 
construction. 

Dividends on the $1,400,000.00 First Preferred Cumulative 
Stock, Series of 1924, began to accrue from January 1, 1924. 

In accordance with the sinking fund provisions of the 
respective mortgages, $25,000.00 par value of the First Mort- 
gage Bonds of the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany, $50,000.00 par value of the First Consolidated Mort- 
gage Bonds of Georgia Railway and Electric Company, and 
$68.000.00 par value of the Refunding and Improvement Mort- 
gage Bonds of the Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
were redeemed and cancelled. The sum of $7,590.00 was 
paid into the sinking fund under the First Mortgage of, the 
Atlanta Gas Light Company and the sum of $20,452.00 was 
paid into the sinking fund under the Refunding and Im- 
provement Mortgage of the Atlanta Gas Light Company. 
The sum of $5,000.00 was paid into the sinking fund under 
the mortgage of the Atlanta Northern Railway Company; 
the sum of $10,000.00 was paid into the sinking fund under 
the mortgage of the Atlanta Water and Electric Power Com- 
pany and the sum of $75,000.00 was paid into the sinking 
fund under the First and Refunding Mortgage of the Georgia 
Railway and Power Company, the total of these sinking fund 
requirements being $261,042.00. 


RAILWAY. 

On December 31, 1923, the total mileage of street railway 
tracks (on a single track basis) owned, or leased and con- 
trolled and operated by this Company, exclusive of the street 
railway mileage in Gainesville, Georgia, was 244 miles. 

During the year 1923 the Company placed an order for 
twenty city-type electric railway double end pre-payment 
passenger cars, .with seating capacity of 48 passengers each, 
at an aggregate cost of $274,637.00. As of the date of this 
report, twelve of these cars have been delivered and it is 
expected that the other eight will be delivered within the 
next few weeks. 

The Company transported during the year 1923 on its city 
and suburban system 95,357,117 passengers as against 92,172,- 
664 passengers in 1922. In addition, it transpotted 634,014 
passengers on the Stone Mountain line in 1923 as compared 
to 557,274 in 1922. The Atlanta Northern Railway Company, 
which is the interurban line between Atlanta and Marietta, 
transported 1,218,697 passengers in 1923 as compared to 
1,131,278 passengers in 1922. 


LIGHT AND POWER. 


On December 31, 1928, the Company had inside the 7-mile 
zone, that is, the City of Atlanta. and vicinity, 40,628 electric 
light and power customers, being an increase of 6,125 cus- 
tomers over December, 1922. The total combined number 
of light and power customers on December 31, 1923, both 
inside and outside the 7-mile zone, was 44,240, being an 
increase of 6,339 customers over December, 1922. 

Among the customers outside the 7-mile zone are thirty- 
five municipalities to which the Company furnishes power 
wholesale, these municipalities in turn distributing and de- 
livering it to the light and small power consumers within 
their respective borders. The light and power consumers 
so served are in addition to the 44,240 customers served 
directly by the Company. 
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The following figures give the total output of electrical 
energy by the Company in kilowatt-hours for each of the 
past eleven years, and show the growth of the electrical 


business :

The first unit of the Tugalo generating station was placed 
in operation under load October 29, 1923, and the second 
unit was placed in operation under load November 12, 1923, 
and it is expected that the other two units will go in opera- 
tion within the next few weeks. This plant will have a 
generating capacity of 50,000 kilowatts and an estimated 
annual output of 140,000,000 kilowatt-hours. 

Work was begun in July, 1923, and active progress has 
been made on the Terrora, or Mathis-Tallulah, Development. 
This development, which it is estimated will be completed 
in the fall of 1924, will utilize the fall of 190 feet between 


the elevation of the Mathis reservoir and the Tallulah reser- 


voir on the Tallulah River in Rabun County. It involves 
the construction of a tunnel from the Mathis Dam one mile 
in length, and a penstock one-half mile in length to a power 
house to be constructed at the head of the Tallulah reser- 
voir, and in which are to be installed two water wheels of 
15,000 horsepower each, together with their electrical gen- 
erating equipment of 20,000 kilowatts. 

This plant will receive the benefit of the Burton and Mathis 
storage reservoirs and it is estimated that the average annual 
output will be 63,800,000 kilowatt-hours. 

Active construction was also begun during the year 1923 
on the Yonah, or Ralston, Development. This development 
involves the construction of a dam and power house on the 
Tugalo River three and one-half miles below the Tugalo 
Dam. The dam will be 75 feet high and 900 feet long. The 
generating equipment will consist of three units with an 
aggregate capacity of 25,000 kilowatts, and an estimated 
annual output of 75,000,000 kilowatt-hours. 

The Company has expended during the year on water 
power developments and on transmission and distributing 
lines, made necessary by this enlarged water power program, 
the sum of $4,737,011.78. 

Attached is a map of the water powers of the Georgia 
Railway and Power Company on the Tallulah and Tugalo 
rivers, showing the relative locations of the Burton reservoir ; 
Mathis reservoir and Tallulah Falls generating station, which 
are completed and in operation, as well as the Tugalo Devel- 
opment which is partially completed; the Terrora, or Mathis- 
Tallulah, Development, now under construction; the Yonah, 
or Ralston, Development, now under construction, and other 
powers as indicated, the development of which has not yet 
been undertaken. The tabulated data accompanying the map 
shows the horsepower capacity and the estimated annual 
output in kilowatt-hours of each of these developments. 

Attached also is a map of the territory in which the elec- 
tric department of the Company is now operating, showing 
the location of its power stations, transmission lines and 
inter-connecting lines, with full legend and data explanatory 
thereof. 

GAS. 

The Atlanta Gas Light Company has approximately 328 
miles of gas mains in the City of Atlanta and vicinity. The 
property of the Gas Company is leased to and operated by 
the Georgia Railway and Power Company. During the 
year 1923 the gas output was 1,505,257,902 cubic feet. The 
number of gas customers served as of December 31, 1923, 
was 37,621, an increase of 3,288 for the year. 

GENERAL. 

Atlanta’s.population inside the corporate limits increased 
from 89,872 in 1900 to 200,616 in 1920. The population of 
Atlanta as of December 31, 1923, is estimated at 245,000. 

Atlanta’s real population inside and outside the corporate 
limits, which is the population served by the Atlanta street 
railway system and the Atlanta electric light and power 
system, is probably 280,000. 

The City of Atlanta has grown more rapidly during the 
last two years than at any time in its history. 

In addition to the City of Atlanta, the Company supplies 
directly or indirectly 58 other municipalities in Georgia with 
electrical energy for lighting and other municipal purposes, 
such as the operation of city pumping stations. It also
